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Rumors Increase That Nearly 
of the Passengers and 
Crew Were Lost 



ON REACHING THE WRECK SUCCORING 
STEAMERS FOUND A HEAVY 
SEA RUNNING 



Special Correspondent Describes What 
Was Done on Arrival of the Helping 
Vessels From Victoria-Vain Endeavor 
to Succor Survivors 



There seems every probability that the major portion of the pas- 
sengers and crew of the steamer Valencia, ashore on the rocky coast 
of Vancouver Island, have met a watery grave, as no persons could 
he seen alive on the wrecked vessel when the rescuing ships ap- 
proached. 

A despatch received from J. W. Lorimer, special correspondent 
of The Colonist, dated Bnmfiold Creek, January 24, 1:25 p. m., says: 
The steamer Velencia was located by the steamer Queen at 9 
a. mi on Point Klanaway, about five miles from Capo Beale. 

"The Czar went in to investigate and reported that she was 
ashore, stern first, with decks swept clear, with the exception of a 
small part of the house, and the two masts still standing. 

"From the rigging of the foremast was what appeared to he a 
signal, but the Czar's master was unable to say if it was a signal, or a 
human being. 

"The Salvor stood in for about two miles but was unable to ap- 
proach nearer, as the heavy southwest sea was making it impossible 
and dangerous to go in. 

"The tug Czar was within three quarters of a mile from tne 

wreck, but could go no further. 

"After making as complete an examination as possible the Czar 
returned, to where the steamers Queen and Salvor were lying. 

"The Salvor, with the Czar, then started for Bamfield Creek 
cable station, and left the steamer Queen standing by. 

"When the Salvor left the scene there was a heavy swell from 
the southwest and the rain was falling in torrents. 

"Those on board the steamer Queen reported having heard three 
gun-shots before the arrival of the Salvor, but nothing of any living 

person was to he seen. 

"Advices from Cape Bcalc say that fifteen men have arrived 
there, one of whom was the boatswain and the others sailors. 

"They report a passenger list of 04 and a crew of (50, and when 
they left the wreck on Tuesday morning there were about 100 people 
on board, all huddled on the quarter deck. 

"Two boats were smashed alongside on being lowered, and all 
t,he occupants drowned. 

"The Valencia had left San Francisco about 1 1 o'clock on Satur- 
day last. 

"Her officers wore running by dead reckoning and were on the 
lookout for the Umatilla reef lightship when their vessel struck. 

" The steamer was backed off after she struck, the water filling 
the engine room and the tires bring put out, forcing the engineers out 
of their department, but not before the vessel was driven hard on the 
beaoli. 

"Among the survivors was the boat's crew, who was sent tor 
assistance, the members of which are. still at Cape Beale. 

"Mr. Logan, lineman, Lightkeeper Daykin and .T. Martin all went, 
to the wreck this morning at 4 a.m., overland, taking with them ropes, 
etc., wherewith to render any assistance possible. 

"Three men also left here this morning over the trail."

OF the 154 people on bonnl the 
steamer Valencia when she struck 
near Klaimwny rock, five miles 
from Cape Ifoale. at 11.45 p.m. on 
Monday night and met disaster, but 10 
were saved. Seven were passengers; 

The dead num- 
ber WO— the preatest loss of life in the 
North Pacific since the Pacific was lost 
in 187.'i. The steamer, in whose riming 
about thirty people were clinging, Iran? 
ticallv waving for assistance which 
could not he given "hen the steamer 
Queen left the scene at 11.30 a.m., b roke 
up about 5 p.m.. sweeping to death those 
e v who had survived those terrible hours 
of privation, chilled and numbed to the 
limit of endurance by clouds of spray 
which swept over them. 

Bluejackets to the Rescue 
The tug Lome, which Mayor Morley 
sent at 11 p.m. after the sad news was 
brought by the Queen of. men clinging 
to the rigging of the partially submerg- 
ed vessel and the blue jackets who went 
on her by order of Cnpt. Parry of H.M. 
S Egeria with surf honts to endeavor to 
reach the wreck, will arrive too late— the 
sea had claimed all before the Queen had 
reached Victoria. • 

The steamers Queen ami Salvor, and 
tug Czar stood by the wreck yesterday 
morning unable to do anything for the 
unfortunates who remained on the 
wreck. From the Queen they were seen 
yesterday morning huddled in the rip- 
ging, signalling madly. Some were tied 
up in blankets as though men sought to 
protect women or children from the aw- 
ful exposure in the clouds of suvr which 
broke over the wreck us the sea struck 
her, fast breaking the few deckhouse.) 
that remained on the after part of the 
hurricane deck, which alone remained 
above water, the fore part being sub- 
merged. 

The Queen stood oft* half a mile, being 
unable to approach nearer, and the tut; 
Czar, rolling s.o that it seemed that she 
would turn over in the heavy sea, en- 
deavored to approach closer. Seen from 
the Czar in the ha/.e the tug's officer 
said they saw no one on hoard, hut Capt. 
Cousins of the Queen says he saw clearly 
from 20 to ,'10 people.

Their chances, as Capt, Cousins said on 
arrival last night, with a .sigh, are slim 
indeed. 

Three guns were heard fired from the 
steamer at 1(1 a.m. and those on the 
Queen believed they were endeavoring to 
get lines on shore, whence the only avail- 
able assistance was expected this after- 
noon, as the vessel was breaking. 
Mayor Sent Tug Lome 
Mayor Morley of Victoria chartered 
the tug Lome when he heard Capt. Cous- 
ins' report, and Capt. Parry, in com- 
mand of the naval station at Esnuimalt, 
despatched a lifeboats' crew of II. M.S. 
Bgeria with surf bontfl to see what could 
ho done, if anyone still remained on the 
wreck when the I.orae arrived, which 
was improbable. The steamer Salvor 
and tug Czar, whose crews thought, none 
remained on the wreck— the Czar did 
not get a message which those on the 
Queen sought to give telling of the peo- 
ple in the rigging — left the wreck half an 
hour before the Queen, going to Bam- 
ficld creek, whence a party was sent to 
see if any assistance could he rendered 
from landward. 

The Queen remained until 11.30 a.m.

Bamfield, Jan. 24.— Six of the crew 
of the Valencia arrived here at 6 
o'clock, including Boatswain McCarthy, 
Thomas Shields, Thomas Lamson, W. 

In 
a conversation with McCarthy he said 
to me: 

| "We left San Francisco at 11:54 a.m. 
Saturday. From Monday at 6 p. ni.

I 'Hard a-starboard' and gave orders to 
; sound the bilges, which was done, and 
the steamer did not appear to be mak- 
ing water. The captain then called to 
the engine room and asked If the vessel 
\ was making water. Before the engi- 
neer could reply the firemen and coal- 
passers ran up and told the engineer 
, she was tilling. The captain rang for 
; full speed astern and made for the 
i beach. The propeller had only made 
a few revolutions when she struck and 
listed to port. 
I Passengers Stampeded 

"The captain was on the bridge with 
\ the second officer when the Valencia 
' struck. He came down and gave or- 
ders to have two of the seven bouts 
lowered to the saloon deck rail. In- 
! stantly the passengers crowded to the 
' rail and overcrowded the boats. Dur- 
ing the excitement they cut whatever 
lines they could lay their hands on. 
I The davits breaking about the same 
time the lines were cut, both boats 
, were smashed at the side of the vessel. 
. The crew threw lines and by means of 
the Jacob bidder succeeded In getting 
about six of the passengers back on 
board. The boats when lost were 
mostly filled with women and children, 
i "One very sad incident was wit- 
nessed. A lady and gentleman with a 
little child tried to get in one boat. 
The father succeeded and the mother 
tried to pass the child, but a wave 
struck her and washed the child from 
her arms and it was lost before her 
eyes. One life raft was also lowered, 
but it was dashed lo pieces. After 
this, four boats succeeded In getting 
away from the ship, all full of passen- 
gers. This left one boat and two life 
rafts. 

The captain, after consulting with 
the mate, asked McCarthy to take 
charge, which he did and called for 
volunteers, and the live sailors re- 
sponded. The captain Instructed them 
to pull along the beach and watch for 
a place to get ashore. They landed at 
1-10 p. m. Tuesday, and made Cape 
Beale at 3, Before making Cape Beale 
they tried to get back to the vessel by 
the beach, but found this Impossible. 

During the excitement Captain John- 
son wus very cool and calm, and all 
members of the crew were at their 
stations.

Colonist Correspondent Returns on 
Queen With Story of Vain 
Effort at Rescue 



ONLY CHANCE IS FOR LAND PARTY TO 
SUCCOR UNFORTUNATES-SLIM 

HOPE IS HELD 



Mayor Morley Charters Tug Lome and 
Despatches Her to Endeavor to Ben- 
der Assistance to Those Who Were 
on the Wreck 



Steamer Queen reached the outer wharf at 6 p. m. from the 
scene of the wreck of the steamer Valencia with Mr. Frank C. Clark 
special correspondent of the Colonist on board. He reports that 
when the Queen left the wreck at 11:30 a. m. today, being- relieved 
by the steanler City of Topeka from Seattle, there were still from 
20 to 30 people clinging to the rigging of the afterraast, the fore 
part of the steamer being entirely submerged. The steamer lay 
broadside against the shore, and at high water, expected at 1:30 p. 
m. today, the greater part of the hull would be submerged, and with 
the heavy southwest south sea then rolling the after houses would 
without doubt be washed away, with the rigging, in all probability, 
in which the few remaining survivors were still clinging, frantically 
signalling for assistance which could not be given from sea. The 
only hope, and that a small one, is that rescue can be affected with 
lines from the land, or, if the sea goes down, and the unfortunates 
have still survived the effects of the terrible exposure which is doubt- 
less doubtful, rescue might be effected from a smaller tug which 
could approach closer to the wreck than could tug Czar which tried 
vainly today to aid the passengers. 

The steamer was almost totally submerged, the masts, smoke 
stack, and part of the after cabin on the hurricane deck alono be- 
ing visible. The sight of the people thronged in the rigging, waving 
signals frantically to the steamers on the way to the rescue, was heart- 
rending. Nothing could be done. The Queen could not approach 
closer than half a mile, and to lower boats in the heavy sea would 
have been madness. The tug Czar ran toward the wreck, then in a 
haze, and returning, reported not having seen anyone on board. The 
Queen reported the existence of the survivors in the rigging, but 
the message probably was not understood for soon afterward the tug 
left and, with the steamer Salvor proceeded around Cape Beale to- 
ward Bamfield. 

The sea rolled high. There was a strong wind, about twenty 
miles an hour blowing from tin; eastward, seas at times washing over 
the tug Czar which rolled heavily. The Queen stood off until half 
an hour after the other vessels had left when the steamer City of To- 
peka arrived from Seattle, with Captain Patterson and Assistant 
'Manager Bharo, of tho P. 0. S. S. Co., on board, who ordered Cop- 
tain Cousins back to Victoria immediately to continue his voyage to 
San Francisco, asking him to report to the City of Topeka en route 
outward tonight. 

The Valencia as the Queen left, her lay side on to a rocky cliff, 
which runs perpendicularly almost to the water's edge, and odors 
small chance of a landing.' With the aid of glasses the people were 
seen plainly in the rigging, waving signals of distress and firing guns. 
Three gun's were fired from the wreck about 10 ft. ni., and it was 
believed by those on the Queen that an e'.fort was then being made 
to fire lines ashore. 

Mayor Morley of Victoria tonight, chartered the tug Borne and 
a life boat's crow will be put on board to seek to render assistance, 
although it is feared by those who arrived on the Queen that she will 
arrive too late.

STEAMER VALENCIA, Cnpt. 
Johnson of tho Pacific Coast 
Steamship company with 01 pas- 
sengers on board and 00 of a 
crew, was wrecked to the eastward o£ 
'Capo Beale on the Vancouver Island 
coast in the early morning of yesterday, 
with heavy loss of life — greater than tn 
that of any wreck that lias occurred In 
• this vicinity; since the terrible disaster 
following the collision of the ship Or- 
pheus with the steamer Pacific when en 
route from Victoria to San Francisco 
about twenty years ago. There were 
some Victorians on hoard the San 
■Francisco liner and their fate is uncer- 
tain. 

The survivors who have reached Cnpe 
Beak- 1 , (he boatswain and live seamen 
sent to secure assistance in one of the 
steamer's boats, report that at least fif- 
ty people were drowned alongside thfl 
sttamer when boats with women and 
children smashed against tho steamer's 
side soon after they were lowered from 
the vessel. When they left, over 100 
persons were huddled on the saloon deck 
of the steamer, which was then partly 
submerged— with the inrolling seas wash- 
ing over tho main, deck. A southeast 
gale was 'blowing with the wind whist- 
ling through the cordage of the wreekid 
vessel at a velocity of over, forty miles 
an hour, and a high sea was beating 
against the hull sending spume high over 
it, and many seas pounded on the dock, 
threatening to break up the hull. 

Unless the several steamers which 
liavo been hurried to the assistance of 
the wrecked vessel can arrive in time 
to save those who remain on the wreck 
It is doubtful if any of them will reach 
shore, for a lauding in such a place is 
extremely difficult, if at nil possible. 

Navigating by Dead Reckoning 

The Valencia sailed from San Fran- 
eiseo on her second trip to Victoria, re- 
placing the recently disabled stcanur 
City of Pnebla, at 11 a, m. on Satur- 
day. This was the only clear flay, and 
from Saturday evening Cnpt. Johnson 
and his officers bad to navigate by 
means of dead reckoning. Xonring tho 
entrance to the Straits the weather was 
very thick and the officers thought they 
were in the vicinity of the Umatilla 
reef lightship, near Cape Flattery, which 
lias a good fog signal on hoard. 

Having hud no observations and un- 
able to make out their position in the' 
thick weather prevailing soundings were 
taken, showing thirty fathoms. Imme- 
diately the men with the leadlines re- 
ported 30 fathoms of water the steam- 
er struck heavily against some reef off 
shore with a shock which awoke all on 
board. 

Tho steamer did not run up on the 
reef, and was immediately backed away. 
As she went into deep water she im- 
mediately began to till, the impact witn 
the rock having greatly damaged her 
hull. The engineers whistled to the 
bridge that water was poring up over 
the engine-room plates and they were 
unable to stand by their engines, >so fast 
d.d the water rise. They 'and tho fire- 
men were gradually being driven on 
deck. But before they were driven out, 
in answer to excited jingles from tho 
bridge, they pave what speed was pos- 
sible, and Cnpt. Johnson turned the 
vessel again toward the beach. 

Impact With the Rocks 

As tho Valencia was foundering as a 
result of her impact with the rocks the 
only chance to save any of lhose on 
hoard was to put the vessel ashore again 
with the hope, scant though it was of 
ultimately lauding those on hoard on 
Hie rocky coast. Before she stru-'k 
again on the rocks the engineers and 
firemen bad been driven from below by 
the inrush of water and the sea soon 
began to roll over the main deck. Water 
was over the deck when the boats were 
being lowered, th<- lights being extin- 
guished by the flooding of the engine 
room before the work was commenced! 

The loss of life was awful when the 
boats were lowered. Two boats tilled 
with women and children were swept 
against the sides of the steamer, smash- 
ed and completely wrecked, all those in 
the boats being swept into the sea and 

drowned. The scenes in the darkness 

for by tills time not a light showed on | 
any part of the vessel— must have been 
heartrending. Seven boats ami three life 
rafts were put over from the wreck, ami 
of these but. two boats have been beard 
of. One, with six men, boatswain T. J. 
McCarthy and six seamen, Thos. Shie'ds, 
Tobt) Monk. W. Goslin, T. Lftmpson and 
('has. Brown, reached Cape Beale nine 
hours after the disaster and reported to 
liditkecper Patorson 'that they Unci been 
sent by Cnpt. Johnson to seek assistance, 
A Thrilling Tale 



were the only ones to reach Cape Beale, ; 
though nine others were reported from 
a telegraph hut. When they left the 
steamer they said at least fifty persons | 
had been drowned alongside by the 
wrecking of the lifeboats, and the sur- j 
vivors who remained on board were hud- 
dled on the saloon deck. There must, 
have been a hundred persons holding to 
the stanchions and clinging to the roll- 
ings of the social hall and smoking room 
on the saloon deck. Then the sea rolled 
over the main deck and was swept 
against the houses of the saloon deck, 
which were threatened with being 
wrecked and swept away. Tho outlook, 
they said, was poor for the lives ol these, 
people unless immediate assistance 
could be secured. 

Many were the pathetic incidents the 
survivors related to the lightkeeper. who 
sUccured them at the light station — 
they were fatigued and suffering from 
the privations endured in their long and 
arduous row and the hard trip along 
shore to the light station. They stated 
that two of these who escaped when the 
boats -were swamped had reached the 
high bluff, thirty feet from which tho 
wreck was hold. These men were un- 
able to clamber up tho cliff and were 
shouting for assistance which could not 
lie given. They were unable to get from 
the rooks or to reach tho top of the bluff 
and when the tide rose it was thought 
they would bo swept away. 

Pathetic Scenes 

When the boats were swamped and 
wrecked as the sea swept them against 
tho steamer, a little boy was seen stand- 
ing crying by the rail on the saloon 
deck, vainly asking for his mother, who 
hud been swept to death from the brok- 
en boats. One lady whose husband had 
cot into one of the boats tried to hand 
her child to him. but the boat swerved 
off as she dropped the little one and it 
fell into the sea. The mother remains 
with those on the wreck. The father 
was drowned with the swamping of the 
boat. 

When the first news of the disaster 
reached Victoria yesterday afternoon 'n 
a scanty message received by Cnpt. 
Qatidin, reading as follows: "A steam- 
er has been wrecked. About 100 peo- 
ple have been drowned. Nine men have 
readied the telegraph hut. Will wire 
particulars." 

Capt. Jas. Gandhi i agent of marine, 
who was quick to sec that assistance 
was sent, telephoned to Mr. Bnllen of 
the British Columbia 'Salvage companv 
whose wrecking steamer .Salvor is ever 
ready with steam up under an agree- 
ment with Lloyd's agency and the Do- 
minion government, and, as soon as a 
doctor could be secured, the steamer 
left. Among those on board were Mr. 
J. W. Lorimer, staff correspondent of 
tho Colonist, Capt. ,T. (i. Cox, Lloyd's 
agent, Capt. J. W. Troup, of the C. 1*. 
It. Steamship company^ Mr. Bnllen and 
otlierd. 

Salvor Leaves for Scene 

Soon after the 'Salvor put out from 
Esquimnlt in charge of Capt. Harris en 
route to the wreck, the steamer Queen 
arrived from Seattle' en route to San 
Francisco. The passengers of the 
steamer were at once ordered ashore as 
soon as Mr. Allan, agent of the com- 
pany advised Capt. Cousins of the 
wreck, being told to go to first class ho- 
tels at the expense of the steamship 
company until the Queen returned, and 
the Queen was then hurried to the 
scene of the wreck. She also carried a 
special Staff correspondent of the Col- 
onist. Mr. F. I. Clarke, jr., and n num- 
ber of other Victorians, including sever- 
al well known marine men who will be 
able to lend whatever assist a U?e is in 
theirtheir power, having giod loct.' 
knowledge of the coast line. 

It was expected that the steamer 
Queen City, Capt. Townsend, which left 
about three o'clock yesterday morning 
on .her regular trip to Quatsino, Cape 
Scott and way ports of Vancouver Isl- 
and, would be the firsr steamer to bring 
succor to the wrecked ship, but, un- 
fortunately, the Queen City did not 
sight the wreck. 'She passed the scene 
in thick weather and did not know of 
tho disaster until arrival at Banifiehl 
where news of the wreck was given to 
Cap.t. Townsend. He at once wired to 
the owning company for instructions 
and Aid. 1-'. W. Vincent in the absence 
of Cnpt. Troup advised him to continue 
his voyage as the rescue steamers would 
reach the scene before he could return. 
The tug Czar, which lias an admiralty 
marshal on hoard en route to Kyuquot 
for the purpose of libelling the schooner 
Turner for salvage services rendered by 
the Qu.eii City on tier last trip also left 
yesterday morning at »n early hour, but 
it is improbable that she would sight 
the wreck, as the Queen City going 
nearer to the coast than would tho tug 
did not sight the vessel. 

The Salvor and Queen will do all pos- 
sible to save the unfortunate passengers 
and crew of the Valencia, but the rescue 
work, in such a gale as was 'blowing on 
the coast last night will be difficult in- 
deed. 

Position of Steamer Bad 

With a heavy gale .blowing at a rate 
of forty miles an hour yesterday off the 
Vancouver Island coast the position of 
the Wrecked steamer is a bad one, with 
scant hope for the unfortunate company 
on board the San Francisco liner. At 6 
o'clock yesterday morning, according to 
advices received by the Meteorological 
office, a heavy gale was blowing from a 
southeasterly direction off the mouth of 
the Columbia river. With such a Kale a 
tremendous sea broke on Vancouver Is- 
land, and where the Valencia has gone 
ashore the sea seems to run to its great- 
est height. Waves, breaking against the 
cliff-like rocks, sweep up a hundred feet, 
or more and a landing on any portion 
of that section of the coast would be ex- 
tremely difficult if at all possible. 

("apt. .las. (iniidin, agent of marine, 
who received the first news of the wreck 
yesterday afternoon from lightkeeper Pat- 
erson of (.'ape Beale, said lie thought the 
vessel had gone ashore near Paehenn 
bay from the advices received, probably 
on the notorious Sea Bird rocks, where 
the Michigan was lost. The steamer 
was off her course, and in the absence 
of information it was difficult to con- 
jecture what, had resulted in her mis- 
adventure. In his opinion, with a

Description of Steamer 
The Valencia is an old iron screw 
steamer. She was built 24 years ago, 
in 1&S2, at the yards of W. Cramp & 
'Sons of Philadelphia, for the Pacific 
Packing and. Navigation Co., by whom 
she was sold to tier present owners. The 
steamer is a vessel of 15081 tons burthen 
and is 252 foot long, 34 feet beam and 
19.7 feet deep. She has four bulkheads 
and two pole masts, with her stack 
standing almost in the centre of the ves- 
sel. She differs in appearance some- 
what from the other lines of the com- 
pany. There are 1(0 staterooms for first 
class passengers. The dining saloon is 
on the main deck, entered by steps lead- 
ing from the saloon deck from either side 
to a landing from which a flight of stairs 
enters ut the head of the dining room.

When tho news of the disaster became 
noised abroad yesterday afternoon being 
given to the public first through a bulle- 
tin in the windows of the Colonist and 
soon afterwards in an extra issued by 
this paper, there was considerable excite- 
ment. For a short time the news was 
indefinite, the name of the wrecked 1 
steamer not being given in the first mess- 
age received. It soon became evident 
that it was the San Francisco Valencia 
thnt was wrecked, she being somewhat 
overdue — she wa-s expected to reach port 
from San Francisco on Monday night — 
and there was great excitement. It was 
rumored that several well known Vic- 
torians were on board and the receipt of 
the names of the passengers, which "were

passengers and crew were thus landed 
uninjured. 

Captain J. 13. Lennon, a passenger, 
said the steamer Overran her distance 
and got too far north above Cnpe Flat- 
tery when she tried to make the 
straits. 

About 11 o'clock on Saturday nipbt 
breakers were reported dead ahead, 
but before the engines could be re- 
versed the vessel struck on tho rocks 
three times, when the keel was 
smashed to splinters, the cargo and 
vessel becoming- a total loss. 

The loss of his ship so preyed upon 
the mind of Captain Groves that he 
was never the same man again, nor 
would lie accept a 'new command. 

The Michigan was battered to pieces 
where she struck. Her engines were 
removed, however, and are now in 
service in the well known tug Czar, 
which by a curious coincidence Is one 
of the fleet proffering relief, at the 
scene of dual misfortune. Providen- 
tially no lives were lost In the destruc- 
tion of the Michigan.

The light station at Cape Beale is the 
nearest place to I he scene of the wreck 
wluere assistance can be secured. The 
lighthouse is situated on a small islet 
at the extremity of Cape Beale, the east- 
erly entrance to Burkley Sound, about 
120 miles from Victoria. It is a square 
lighthouse, painted white with a red 
lantern. -12 feet in height, with its light 
—a Hashing white light every half min- 
ute—showing from a height of 178 feet 
above the sea, and visible in clear weath- 
er for 10% miles. A red sector is shown 
from the light across Choline! and West- 
ern reefs In the entrance to Bark lev 
Sound. 

Cape Beale 
and also at Canmuuili, both of which 
are in operation in thick weather.

Miowcra's Escape 

The steamer Miowera had a narrow 
escape from being lost eight or iilllei 
years ago near where the Valencia was 
wrecked.

Tho Vicinity of tho Wreck 

Seablrd Rocks, nt the entrance to 
Paehenn Bay, are counted among the 
most conspicuous monuments In the 
dread maritime graveyard of the North 
Pacific. It was here, almost at the 
Identical spot where the Valencia lies, 
according- to present Information, that 
the staunch steamer Michigan, well 
known locally, being on the run be- 
tween this city, Puget Sound and 
Columbia ports,, was lost on January 
2. 184.3. She was then voyaging from 
Portland to Roche Harbor to take a 
cargo of lime, and piling on the reefs 
became n total loss. 

The Michigan struck the rocks in a 
douse fog which had prevailed all day, 
the captain having lost bis hearings.

VAINLY SIGNAL HELP 

ColonistCorrespondent Returns on 
Queen With Story of Vain 
Effort at Rescue 



ONLY CHANCE IS FOR LAND PARTY TO 
SUCCOR UNFORTUNATES-SLIM 
HOPE IS HELD 



fftayor Morley Charters Tug Lome and 
Despatches Her to Endeavor to len- 
der Assistance to Those Who Were 
on the Wreck 



• Steamer Queen reached the (niter wharf at p. 111. from the 
scene of the wreck of the steamer Valencia with Mr. Frank C. Clark 
special correspondent of the Colonist 011 hoard. lie reports that 
when the Queen left the wreck at 11:30 a. in. today, being relieved 
by the steamer City of Topeka from Seattle, there were still from 
20 to 30 people clinging to the rigging of the aftennast, the fore 
part of the steamer being entirely submerged. The steamer lay 
broadside against the shore, and at high water, expected at 1:30 p. 
m. today, the greater part of the hull would be submerged, and with 
the heavy southwest, south sea then rolling the after houses! would 
without, doubt be washed away, with the rigging, in all probability, 
in which the few remaining survivors were still clinging, frantically 
signalling for assistance which could not be given from sea. The 
only hope, and that a small one, is that rescue can lie affected with 
lines from the land, or, if the sen goes down, and the unfortunates 
have still survived the effects of the terrible exposure which is doubt- 
less doubtful, rescue might be effected from a smaller tug which 
could approach closer to the wreck than could tug (V.ar which tried 
vainly today to aid the passengers. 

The steamer Avas almost totally submerged, the masts, smoke 
stack, and part of the after cabin on the hurricane (lock alone be- 
ing visible. The sight of the people thronged in the rigging, waving 
signals frantically to the steamers on the way to the rescue, was heart- 
rending. Nothing could be done. The Queen could not approach 
closer than half a mile, find to lower boats in the heavy sea would 
have been madness. The tug Czar ran toward the wreck, then in a 
liaze, and returning, reported not having seen anyone on hoard. The 
Queen reported the existence of the survivors in the rigging, hut 
the message probably was not understood for soon afterward the tug- 
left and, with the steamer Salvor proceeded around Gape Beale to- 
ward Bamfield. 

The sea rolled high. There Avas a strong wind, about twenty 
miles an hour blowing from the eastward, seas at times washing over 
the tug Czar which rolled heavily. The Queen stood oil' until half 
an hour after the other vessels had left, when the steamer City of To- 
peka. arrived from Seattle, with Captain Patterson and Assistant 
Manager PharO, of the P. C. S. S. Co., on board, who ordered Cop- 
tain Cousins back to Victoria immediately to continue his voyage to 
San Francisco, asking him to report to the City of Topeka en route 
outward tonight. 

The Valencia as the Queen left her lay side 011 to a rocky cliff, 
which runs perpendicularly almost lo the water's edge, and' offers 
small chance of a landing. With the aid of glasses (he people were 
seen plainly in the rigging, waving signals of distress and 'firing gnus. 
Three guns were flfj&tl From the wreck about, 10 a. m., and it Was 
believed by those on the Queen that an effort was then being made 
to fire lines ashore. 

; Mayor Morley of Victoria tonight chartered the tug Lome and 
a life boat's crew will be put, on board lo seek to render assistance, 
although it is feared by those who arrived on the Queen that she will 1 
arrive too late.

named Brown, and ono Japanese, 
Hosoda. 

The rescued men are of the opinion 
that t)io entire crew, with their own 
exception, are lost. To the officers 
and crew of the Queen, Salvor and 
Czar too much praise cannot be given 
for their action In trying to assist 
them. "When it was reported that 
there were men in the rigging, volun- 
teers wore called for to go over the 
trail to their assistance, and nearly the 
entire cre"w of the Salvor volunteered. 
Captain Ferris, Harvey, Cook, Wilson 
and Conrad were selected, hut did 'not 
go, as another report contradicted the 
former. Cook, however, went up with 
Jennings of the cahle station and 
brought Ihe six survivors in. They 
are now comfortably housed on the 
Salvor. The above party leave at 7 
a. hi. to go over the trail to bring in 
more survivors. It is expected that 
the Salvor will not leave here until 
they return, which will be about 5 
o'clock and may possibly call at the 
wreck on the way down, according to 
the weather. It is raining hard here. 
Captain Cox's Story 

Captain William Cox, pilot, who went 
down on the Queen to the scene of the 
wreck, was interviewed yesterday on 
his return by a Colonist reporter. He 
said: 

"We reached Carmanah about 10 
o'clock last night, and lay in Ihe 
straits all night. There was a very 
heavy wind blowing, about 30 miles, 
and high seas. At daybreak we 
moved to the south and finally located 
the wreck about o'clock this morning, 
II 1 /!: miles west of Carmanah. The 
whu 1 and waves were still in a gale 
condition, and it was not possible to 
approach near the wreck. At first we 
lay about two miles off, but gradually 
closed hi until I do not think we were 
more than a half to three-quarters of 
a mile away. We could then see the 
ill-fated vessel distinctly at times, al- 
though again and again it would be 
obscured by the heavy rain and mist. 
When we got a clear view I could see 
that the vessel lay upon and against 
a reef about 75 to 100 yards from the 
shore. Her bows were submerged 
seawards; her stern stood up out of 
the water and the upper deck and 
deckhouse were not submerged, and 
the waves were not breaking- over 
them, only an occasional cloud of 
spray. In the rigging were pieces of 
blankets or something similar, appar- 
ently tied to the masts and rigging as 
if they had been used for shelter or 
protection, but if so, their occupants 
were missing. Persons could be seen 
on the upper deck and In the rigging. 
1 could not see them very distinctly, 
but Captain Cousins thought there 
were 25 or 30. No communication of 
any kind was possible from seaward, 
but from the fact that on three occa- 
sions guns were fired from the deck of 
the vessel, I concluded that they were 
probably trying to establish communi- 
cation with the shore by means of 
rockets and life lines. I do not think 
this impossible, as the distance is not 
great if they have suitable appliances, 
but I am satisfied that the conditions 
are such that it will not he possible 
to land any of the survivors on shore 
by nieains of boats, as there is a per- 
pendicular cliff at least 200 feet high 
and the waves roll against it with a 
thunderous roar and rebound far back 
into the ocean. Nothing could for a 
moment live against It." 

Asked as to the chances of those still 
on board being: rescued, Captain Cox 
said it would depend on whether the 
vessel broke up. If the wind abated 
and it was less violent this afternoon 
than during the night, he thought the 
chances of the vessel withstanding the 
shock of the water were good, and if 
the survivors did not perish from ex- 
posure they might be brought away 
tomorrow In boats. Then there was 
the as yet unknown result of the at- 
tempt to establish a communication 
with the shore by means of life lines. 

On this point Captain Cox said that 
the City of Topeka, which arrived on 
the scene at midday today and relieved 
the Queen, had gone around the east 
side of Cape Beale in an endeavor to 
effect a landing and assist in making 




In the deckhouse there is at least a 
reasonable hope that all the survivors 
may be rescued, especially if the storm 
weather conditions abate. 

Captain Irving Interviewed 
Among the passengers who returned 
from the scene of the wreck on the 
steamer Queen, which arrived at the 
outer wharf at 5:15 p. m. yesterday, 
was Captain John Irving. He . cor- 
roborated previous reports which had 
reached the city to the effect that when 
the Queen reached the doomed vessel 
it was impossible to approach within 
a half mile of her, owlns to the high 
seas. 

The Queen reached the point desired 
shortly after midnight and stood by 
until morning, when the situation was 
carefully surveyed. The captain dare 
not approach closer, however. 

About 10 a. m. three guns were fired, 
apparently from the deck or the 
doomed craft; and the tug Czar, 
which had been sent In to reconnoitre 
and If possible reader assistance, re- 
turned and reported that the after part 
of the vessel was submerged, hut a 
number of people were seen clinging 
to the fore rigging. 

A survey of the ship from glasses in 
the hands of the Officers on board thj9 
Queen confirmed the report of the CztAr 
(hat a number of people were in the 
fore rigging. Captain Cousins of the 
Queen estimated the number to be 
between 30 and 40. 

The Queen being relieved by the City 
of Topeka, left the scene on the return 
trip about 11:30. At that hour the 
sea, though still very heavy and bois- 
terous, was becoming calmer and the 
barometer gave indications of better 
weather. 

Captain Irving's personal opinion is 
that there is little hope of saving any- 
body from the seaward side, as it Is 
impossible for a rescuing boat to ap- 
proach close to the wreck. Help, if 
any be possible, must come from the 
land side. 

The Late G. H. Jesse 

George Henry Jesse, who It is as- 
sumed must be lost in the wrecked 
Valencia, was a popular member of 
the J. B. A. A. and an enthusiastic 
oarsman. In 1S97, at the international 
regatta held at Esquimau harbor, he 
stroked the J. B. A. A. juniors to vic- 
torv. The same year he accompanied 
the "Big Four" on their trip to Winni- 
peg as spare man. 

He served his apprenticeship with 
the Hudson Bay Company in this city, 
was promoted to Kamloops and after- 
wards to Nelson, where he again took 
up rowing. 

He was stroke of the Nelson crew 
in the N. P. A. A. O. regatta held at 
Nelson. 

His mother, two sisters— Miss Jesse, 
teacher at the Kingston street school, 
and Mrs. Fort — and four brothers — 
Frank and Walter, employed In Messrs. 
Pooley, Buxton & Pooley'S office; Her- 
bert, with J. H. Todd & Son, reside In 
this city; and another brother, Rob- 
ert] is now In San Francisco.

Frank C. Clark, stall correspondent 
of the Colonist, who went to the wreck 
on hoard the steamer Q'uoen writes: '1 he 
Valencia is a total wreck. She lies 
about ten miles west of Carmanali 
Point on the rocky shore of Vancouver 
Island. The vessel is almost totally sub- 
merged, her masts, smokestack ami part 
of the after cabin on the hurricane deck 
alone being visible. The rigging was 
thronged witli frantic people waving and 
signalling to the steamers on their way 
to the rescue. It is estimated that there 
are between 20 anil 80 people still on the 
wrecked steamed. 

When the steamer Queen left Victoria 
at 5 p.m. on Tuesday for the scene of 
the wreck *lie had on hoard besides Capt. 
Cousins, her commander, Capt. Jno. Irv- 
ing. Capt. Wallace Lnugley, two Vic- 
toria piolets, a Colonist reporter and a 
few of her passengers en route to San 
Francisco, who had not left the steamer 
at Victoria, upon arrival from Seattle. 
The Queen was given fall steam and 
made a remarkably last trip to the Cape, 
passing the Salvor half way down the 
straits. Carmanah Point was reached 
about '.) p.m. A heavy sea was running. 
After cruising up and down the coast 
for over two hours without seeing any 
signs of the wreck, Capt. Cousins de- 
cided to remain in the straits until day- 
light, as it was impossible to sec or do 
anything in the darkness. At daybreak 
the Queen again resumed her search 
along the,coast and as *oon as it was 
light enough, signalled the lighthouse at 
Carmanah. The lightkeeper signi 
witli Hags stating that the wreck lay ten 
miles further west.

Her position 
is a particularly bad one — a steep rocky 
bluff running perpendicularly down to 
the very water's edge cutting off all 
chance of passengers reaching the top 
id' the bank if it were possible for them 
lo leave the ship. 

With the aid of glasses (lie unfortu- 
nate people were plainly visible clinging 
to the rigging, waving signals of dis- 
tress and tiring guns, while three power- 
ful ships lay by unable to lend aid.

Under open policy 
contract shippers are not required to 
mako declaration until after they re- 
ceive their bills of lading from the 
consignors'. Under this system the 
consignee Is in a position to protect 
his goods at this end against loss.

Thought Ail

named Brown, and one Japanese, Y. 
Hosoda. 

The rescued men are of the opinion 
that the entire crew, with their own 
exception, are lost. To the officers 
and crew of the Queen, Salvor and 
Czar too much praise cannot be given 
for their action in trying to assist 
them. When it was reported that 
there were men In the rigging, volun- 
teers were called for to go over the 
trail to their assistance, and nearly the 
entire crew of the Salvor volunteered. 
Captain Ferris, Harvey, Cook, Wilson 
and Conrad were seiected, but did not 
go, as another report contradicted the 
former. Cook, however, went up with 
Jennings of the cable station and 
brought the six survivors in. They 
are now comfortably housed on the 
Salvor. The above party leave at 7 
a. m. to go over the trail to bring in 
more survivors. It la expected that 
the Salvor will not leave here until 
they return, which will be about 5 
o'clock and may possibly call at the 
wreck on the way down, according to 
Hie weather. It is raining hard here. 
Captain Cox's Story 

Captain William Cox, pilot, who went 
down on the Queen to the scene of the 
wreck, was interviewed yesterday on 
Ills return by a Colonist reporter. He 
said: 

"We reached Carmanah about 10 
o'clock last' night, and lay in the 
straits all night. There was a very 
heavy wind blowing, about 30 miles, 
and high seas. At daybreak we 
moved to the south and finally located 
tile wreck about 9 o'clock this morning, 
11% miles west of Carmanah. The 
wind and waves were still in a gale 
condition, and it was not possible to 
approach near the wreck. At first we 
lay about two miles off, but gradually 
closed in until I do not think we were 
more than a half to three-quarters of 
a ::!!!c away.

Captain Irving Interviewed 
Among the passengers who returned 
from the scene of the wreck on the 
steamer Queen, which arrived at the 
outer wharf at 5:45 p. m. yesterday, 
was Captain John Irving. He cor- 
roborated previous reports which ■ had 
reached the city to the effect that when 
the Queen reached the doomed vessel 
it was Impossible to approach within 
a half mile of her, owing to the high 
seas. 

The Queen reached the point desired 
shortly after midnight and stood by 
until morning, when the situation was 
carefully surveyed. The captain dare 
not approach closer, however. 

About 10 a. m. three guns were tired, 
apparently from the deck ol the 
doomed craft; and the tug Czar, 
which had been sent In to reconnoitre 
and if possible render assistance, re- 
turned and reported that the after part 
of the vessel was submerged, but a 
number of people were seen clinging 
to the fore rigging. 

A survey of the ship from glasses in 
the hands of the officers on board tl|» 
Queen confirmed the report of the Czifc- 
that a number of people were in the 
fore rigging. Captain Cousins of the 
Queen estimated the number to be 
between 30 and -10. 

The Queen being relieved by the City 
of Topeka, left the scene on the return 
trip about 11:30. At that hour the 
sea, though still very heavy and bois- 
terous, was becoming calmer and the 
barometer gave Indications of better 
weather. 

Captain Irving's personal opinion is 
that there is little hope of saving any- 
body from the seaward side, as It is 
Impossible for a rescuing boat to ap- 
proach close to the wreck. Help, if 
any be possible, must come from the 
land side. 

The Late G. H. Jesse 

George Henry Jesse, who it is as- 
sumed must be lost in the wrecked 
Valencia, was a popular member of 
the J. B. A. A. and an enthusiastic 
oarsman.

Scene of Wreck 

A West Coast resident now in the 
city describes tin? scene of the wreck 
as being off a bluff which rises to a 
reight of SO or 40 feet, coining down to 
a sloping shingle beach which slopes out 
to a gradually deepening rocky ledge, 
on which the steamer lies, witli main 
deck awash, with her stern about thirty 
yards from the cliff. The rocky ledge is 
uncovered for some distance at low- 
water, but at high tide the sea reaches 
tin; cliff. In a storm, such as that of 
last Tuesday night, the waves wash 
right up the shingle and against the 
cliff, all hough they would, not break over 
the cliff and anyone who reached it 
would be able to clamber up. Exposure 
would probably cause death though, 
even when survivors reached shore.

Next year she was sold to the Pacific 
Packing & Navigation Company, and 
after a few trips north was bought by 
her present owners, the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company. Since then the 
vessel has been used on the run from 
Seattle to San Francisco, with the ex- 
ception of a short time last summer, 
when she was placed on the Nome run 
to help handle the business. On her 
last trip north the vessel went ashore 
near St. Michael and hud a narrow 
escape from being a total loss. 

The Valencia was built by the 
Cramps, Philadelphia, in 1SS2 and used 
on the run to the Caribbean Islands as 
a fruiter. She Is a vessel of 1,598 
tons, is 252 feet long, 44 feet beam and 
19 feet depth of hold.' Her hull Is of 
wood and she was fitted with com- 
pound engines. ( Her speed was about 
13 knots an hour! 

Loss to Underwriters 
It will be several days before the 
local marine underwriters are able to 
tell the amount of Insurance on cargo 
shipped on the ill-fated Valencia, pro- 
tected by local consignees. Insurance 
on the hulls of vessels is invariably 
planed in San Francisco, which is the 
centre of marine as well as of lire in- 
surance. Tile Valencia carried about 
$150,000 in Insurance, one-fourth of 
which was written in San Francisco 
and the balance with English under- 
writers, 

Until returns are received by the 
local agents from their customers who 
carry what is known as the open policy 
contracts, (lie insurance loss on cargo 
cannot be estimated, says the Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer.

Wreck of the Valencia 

That in view of the appalling loss of 
life caused by the wreck of the steamer 
(Valencia on Monday, January 22, on the 
iWost Coast of Vancouver island, the 
third accident of a similar nature With- 
in the last. few weeks, the attention of 
this house in called to the necessity 
which exists for the establishment of 
Mfe-saving appliances on that coast; and 

"That an bumble address be presented 
to His Honor I he Lieutenant-Governor 
praying His Honor to cause to lie 
brought to the attention of the Domin- 
ion government the urgent necessity for 
the establishment of a life-boat station 
nt suitablelll (points on the West Coast 
of Vancouver Island, and that a steamer 
he provided to patrol that coast: continu- 
ously; particularly during the winter 
season; and that all possible steps be 
taken to ensure the protection of life and 
property on that rougb and rock-bound 
coast. 

And that copies of thi« resolution be 
sent to the senators and members of the 
House of Commons at Ottawa. 

Mr. Manson said thai the horror of 
the calamity which had induced the reso- 
lution was such that it was impressed on 
every mind. It was well known that 



the West Coast of Vancouver Island 
was a very rocky and dangerous one and 
there could not be two opinions as to 
the necessity for better appliances. 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) said if was 
with a feeling of, deep regret: that he rose 
to second the resolution. It was sadden- 
ing to a degree to realize that, if suitable 
appliances had been on hand precious 
lives, the lives too of women and chil- 
dren, would have been saved. Whilst it 
was the prime duty of the' federal gov- 
ernment to provide everything that was 
necessary", yet he felt sure that' the pro- 
vincial government would do anything 
they, could to afford relief. He thought 
also that it was deplorable in the inter- 
ests of the Dominion that such appalling 
disasters should occur at short intervals 
on the Pacific Coast as apart from the 
humanitarian it was a most serious 
thing that the impression should get 
abroad that the west coast was so dead- 
ly — it was not a, fact that if proper ap- 
pliances were available. i 
Hon. It. MeBrido .said that the reso- 
lution had his hearty support and would 
he believed stimulate the federal govern- 
ment to necessary action. He well re- 
membered the late air. Prefontalne ex- 
pressing his regret that bis department 
was so ill equipped for protection on (he 
Pacific ('oust and be was sure if that 
minister had been spared he would have 
done his utmost to remedy the existing 
.State of things. He pointed out that 
the reports going out. all over the world 
were serious lis affecting the province. 

Mr. J. 11, Hawthornthwnito (Xanai- 
itib) deeply regretted that it was perfect- 
ly obvious that the "cost" of life-saving 
appliances was the stumbling block. He 
declared that human life was the cheap- 
est thing in the market today. Many 
precious lives were sacrificed in the 
mines of this province every year for the 
same reason — cost. Last year 10.0(10 
valuable lives were lost on American 
railways for the same reason. He re- 
ferred to the Slocum disaster, the load- 
ing of the life belts and said he had no 
doubt similar conditions existeil on the 
Valencia. She was an old vessel not 
lit. for the coast service and as long as 
the spirit which dominated affairs con- 
tinued to prevail lives would continue to 
be sacrificed. He heartily endorsed the 
resolution. 

Stunloy Park, Vancouver 
On the motion of Mr. Bowser, sec- 
onded by Mr. Praser, it was resolved: — 
That an order of the bouse be granted 
for a return of copies of all correspond- 
ence between thifl government and the 
government at Ottawa, in relnton to tho 
granting of a lease of Stanley Park at 
Vancouver. 

Mr. Bowser (Vancouver) speaking to 
the resolution standing in his name said 
that it was in order to ascertain what 
had passed between the federal and pro- 
vincial governments with reference to the 
proposed lease of Stanley Park that he 
moved the resolution, the inhabitants 
were anxious to know the present posi- 
tion of the negotiations and this was t'ae 
best method of putting them in posses- 
sion of the facts. 

Hon. R. McBride snid there was no 
objection to bringing down the corres- 
pondence. Stanley Park was admitted- 
ly a very great ornament to the Terminal 
City and nothing would be done by the 
government without due regard for its 
interests. 

The report on the bill entituled An 
Act to amend the Small Debts Act, was 
considered. 

'Mr. Williams moved to add the fol- 
lowing new section: — 

"If. Section 5 of the said chapter 13 
of the Statutes of 1!)01 is hereby amend- 
ed by adding thereto, at the end there- 
of, the following words: 'Provided al- 
ways, that this section shall not apply to 
any debt not exceeding $100 due, or ac- 
cruing due, to a mechanic, workman, 
laborer, servant, clerk, or employee; for 
or in respect of wages or salaries.' " 
Small Debts Act 
Mr. Parker Williams in speaking to 
bis amendment said the object was to 
protect laborers, wage earners. The mo- 
ment a creditor seized the property of a 
wage earner be suffered in reputation, 
even though subsequently in the court he 
might prove that the debt was not ow- 
ing. Nothing could undo the mischief 
already done. He claimed that there 
was no notice of seizing the wages of an 
earner before the debt had been proced. 

Mr. Bowser (Vancouver) said that 
Mr. Wlllaims' amendment involved class 
legislation of the worst kind. It was 
an attempt to specially protect one class 
as against others. Already a working 
man was protected to the extent of $40 
which was a very liberal protection. 
Why should Mr. Williams now ask that 
this be raised to .SUM.) which would cover 
the whole earnings of a wage earner for 
a month. This meant that the small 
dealer would in many cases be prevented 
from collecting his account. Why should 
not the grocer have some protection? 
This was a proposal to assist men who 
might squander their earnings in escap- 
ing from their legitimate liabilities. 

Mr. ,T. II. Hawt hornthwaite said he 
regretted that he did not find himself 
in accord with the member for Vancou- 
ver, 

Hen. Chas. Wilson snid he sympathiz- 
ed with the amendment of Mr. Williams 
on the ground that it was not just that | 
a laborer's earnings should be attached 
before the debt had been proved and 
judgment granted. This did not mean 
the ultimate avoidance of any liability 
but simply the reasonable protection of 
a class whose only property was their 
earnings fur as a rule they bad nothing 
else. The principle proposed was not a 
new one; it, had existed in this province 
before 1001. Mr. Wilson said that it 
was not only the working man who 
sometimes squandered bis money — they 
all spend their money at times perhaps 
unwisely and he demurred to the sug- 
gestion that the working men were sin- 
ners in this respect.- He supported the 
amandment. 

Mr. Patcrson (Islands) said that the 
working men were the best paid in the 
province of British Columbia today. The 
government was not called on to protect 
dishonest: men; honest men required no 
protection; unfortunate men could not. 
expect the small storekeeper to protect 
them. 

Class Legislation 

Mr. .T. II. Hawthornthwaite snid the 
contention of Mr. Bowser that this was 
class legislation was not well taken. All 
legislation was class legislation. Many 
men bad been forced by t he present 
blackmailing system to pay debts which 
they never owed. For his part bo ob- 
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jected to helping tin; storekeeper .to 
worry (hp workiiigman who, according to 
the third member for Vancouver, squan- 
dered his earnings instead of paying his 
debts. He contended that the law was 
strong enough to prevent any debtor 
from leaving the province and nothing 
more should be done in that direction. 

Mr. J. R. Brown (Orecnw ood) could 
not agree with the amendment nor with 
the attitude of the. Attorney-General. 
At present salaries and wages could be 
gnrnisbeed in the County court so that 
this was no new principle, only an ex- 
tension of one already in operation. 
There was also this protection for a 
debtor that the creditor had to swear an 
affidavit before he could obtain a garni- 
shee. This amendment was not, in his 
judgment, desired by, or in the true in- 
terests of the working man and he should 
therefore vote against it. 

The amendment was negatived on the

Third reading tomorrow. 
Mr. J. Murphy (Cariboo! speaking on 
the Assessment bill, said that on look- 
ing into the amendment be though they 
were in the right direction and could be 
very well be dealt with in committee. 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) objected that 
under the amendment the obvious inten- 
tion of the Attorney-General was to ease 
taxation on the smnll holder, an inten- 
tion with which he sympathized, but lie 
doubted whether the wording of the 
clause bore out that intention. He wish- 
ed to direct the attention of the govern- 
ment to this point in order that if his 
contention was correct the wording might 
be varied. 

Hon. Chas. Wilson, speaking to the 
act to amend the law with respect to 
ancient lights, said that the object of 
this act was to incorporate the principle 
adopted in Ontario governing the rights 
of this important subject. He did not 
wish to rush the bill, but he foresaw 
considerably difficulty in the future if 
some such measure was not passed, 

Mr. Stuart Henderson (Yale) said he 
agreed with the principle of the bill but 
advocated the amendment which stood 
in his name, and would speak to it when 
the bill wiyit into committee. 

Debate on Bills 
Hon. R. McBride. speaking on the bill 
intituled An Act for the Relier and Dis- 
lncorporution of the Municipality of 
Dewdney. said that since the great lioods 
of 1000 this municipality bad been un- 
able to make headway and now sought 
relief. Such relief had to be given with 
great care ami only after considerable 
thought or the province would incur a 
heavy responsibility if if were thought 
that any municipality failing to carry 
out its programme could fall back on the 
government for assistance. But this 
case was unique. The washing awav of 
the dyking works hod left the settlers 
powerless and they were quite unable 
to continue to work the machinery. of a 
municipality. Meanwhile the parties 
who had advanced the money for the 
public works were pressing their 
claims and if the government did not 
come to the rescue every settler would 
lose his bedding and that would be dis- 
astrous for the reputation of the prov- 
ince. The present government was not 
in any degree responsible but it was in 
the interest of the province to pass this 
measure and afford the desired relief. 
There won- now only two considerable 
outstanding claims and this measure 
would enable them to be dealt with. All 
the government desired to do was to 
put this important section of the coun- 
try again on a satisfactory footing. 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) regretted that 
the government had introduced a bill of 
rhis nature. He thought the remarks of 
the Premier suggested that the munici- 
pality of Dewdney had suffered through 
the action of the government in 1803, lie 
demurred to such a suggestion. Dewdney 
was not the only municipality which bail 
a similar failure of its dyking works. 
Surrey, in bis own constituency of Del- 
ta, but instead of pursuing the cow- 
ardly course of evading taxation like 
the people of Dewdney, they shouldered 
thejr burdens. In addition thev were 
forced by on act of this legislation to 
pay $13,000 which they did not owe. 
Why was tbero one law for Surrey and 
another for Dewdney V He regretted the 
absence from his seat of the member 
for Nonnimo, who had earlier in the 
sitting declaimed so eloqueutly against 
partial legislation. 

Then he noted that the government 
proposed that the province should pay 
$10,000 from the public funds levied out- 
side the district in question. On what 
principle could that be defended V This 
was a bill for enabling Dewdney to go 
out of business without paving its just 
debts. 

Mr, T. W. Pnterson heartily endorsed 
all that: Mr. Oliver had said. The bill 
was iniquitous— it meant people coming 
and asking to be relieved from the result 
of their own failure. Why should peo- 
ple who bad curried on similar works 
successfully be made to pay for the 
mistakes of the municipality of Dewd- 
ney.? The cowardly conduct of the peo- 
ple had disentitled them to any measure 
of relief. They had deliberately planned 
to avoid their just liabilities, both prin- 
cipal and interest. Such people should 
not be allowed to send their bills t,i Vic- 
toria to be settled. He thougin: the 
fanners of Delta compared very favor- 
ably with those of Dewdney, who had 
not paid one dollar of taxes for six 
years. He claimed that the sweeping 
away of the dykes was not due to the 
high floods but to defective workman- 
ship.

Mr. W. J. Bowser (Vancouver) did 
not think there was ever a question de- 
bated in the house that the member for 
Delta did not know all there was to 
know about it. Now, he knew, and wish- 
ed to state to the house, that the con- 
tribution of Delta was a miserable pit- 
tance.

fucturing interest should be fostered as 
fur as possible by the government, but 
do not think that they should be built 
up to the detriment of others interested 
in the natural resources of the country. 
We arc willing to concede that the Can- 
adian mills should be given the prefer- 
ence of buying all timber that is logged 
in the province, but there are certain 
classes of timber, notably the No. 2, and 
three grades, of cedar logs, which they 
absolutely refuse to handle .only in lim- 
ited quantities. Last year our camps 
left large quantities of. timber of this 
nature lying in the woods. The cedar 
timber was felled and the first and some- 
times second logs in the trees, were cut 
and taken out, and the remainder, one 
or two logs toward the top of the tree, 
were left lying in the woods to become 
fuel for fire, or rot there. 

Outside of our hand logging contract- 
ors, we gave instructions to those oper- 
ating under special license that we could 
not handle the rougher grades of cedar, 
as it was not exportable and could not 
be sold here at it profit. They conse- 
quently had to leave this timber iu the 
woods. We have recently opened a lim- 
it containing some thirty or more million 
feet which will run about fifteen million 
or more cedar. If there is no provision 
made for the exporting of the rougher 
grades of this, we will simply fell the 
trees, and take out what is marketable, 
and the rest will have to lie there. This 
may mean a loss in timber to the value 
of from $15,000 to $20,000 and the gov-

If the farmers of Del- 
ta were so rich why had not the govern- 
ment exacted their just dues in taxation? 
Surely they did not expect the farmers 
to come and offer to pay more. As to 
New Westminster bridge, they paid their 
tolls when crossing ns others did. As to 
the leader of the opposition Mr. Brown 
said that they were well pleased with 
the leadership of the member for Ross- 
lnud. 

Hon. Chas. Wilson moved the ad- 
journ of the debate.. Agreed. 

The report on the bill intituled An Act 
to amend the Companies Act by provid- 
ing for the Registration of Companies' 
Mortgages, was considered. 

The Hon. Chas. Wilson moved to add 
the following as section II: — ■ 

"(1. Whenever, in any act, the net 
hereby repealed is referred to or cited, 
then the words 'aa act to provide for the 
registration . of companies' mortgages' 
shall be struck nut, and iu lieu thereof 
shall be inserted the title of this act." 
Carried. 

The Hon, Chas Wilson moved to add 
the following as section 5 thereof: 

"5. The word 'company' shall include 
'extra-provincial company,' and any com- 
pany carrying on business within this 
province." 
Carried. 
Report adopted. 
Third reading tomorrow. 
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Mr. J. II. Hiiwthornthwnito said he 
thought it was the duty or the province 
lj to wipe out this debt ultogetber. The 
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same. Circumstances simply compel us 
to continue to waste this valuable asset, 
of the province under the present regu- 
lations. 

Not later than yesterday we \ had a 
number of our contractors to y see us. 
who wished to renew their contracts for 
1900, these were principally hand log- 
gers, and we advised them during the 
negotiations that if the export of cedar 
from hand loggers licenses was prohib- 
ited by the government that we did not 
care to handle their second and third 
grades of cedar logs at all, as we could 
not find a market for them that would 
pay the wages to put them in the water. 
We. however, would take nil fir of the 
three grades and a quantity of number 
one cedar, as we bad a market for that 
product. These men will simply have 
to leave the larger portion of the number 
two and number three cedar logs in the 
woods, and take only the butt logs out 
of the tree. 

The Loggers' Association has asked 
the government to allow the export of 
timber on the following conditions: 
namely that the stumpuge on number 
one cedar logs if export ed from the 
province be .$1.50 per thousand feet; on 
number two cedar logs, :?1 per thousand 
and on number three, or roughest grade, 
50 cents a thousand. The extra tow rate 
on these logs to Piiget Sound points 
averages about 75 cents per thousand, 
more that to B. C. mills and the addi- 
tional risk of crossing the gulf with 
tows is equal to about twenty-live cents 
per thousand. This would mean that 
the B. 0. mills paying only fifty cents 
per thousand stumpage on number one 
cedar logs could purchase, this quality 
of timber $2 per thousand cheaper than 
their American competitors. The cedar 
mills using this grade of timber here 
would therefore always be assured of u 
steady supply and if there was an over 
production at any time the logging oper- 
ators could get a small margin of pro- 
lit out of the •balance that were ex- 
ported. On mini beh two. or shingle 
logs tho mills here would have *n ad- 
vantage of $1.50 per thousand and in 
the rougher grades about. .$1. Shingle 
logs on the' American side are mostly 
always in good demand and prices there 
range at $1.50 to $2 higher for that 
class of timber than can be got for even 
a limited quantity on this side. This 
is largely due to the fact that the Amer- 
ican shingle mills have a market for :i 
much rougher grade of shingles than we 
manufacture in Canada and at the pre- 
sent lime it is difficult to cut clear 
shingles out of cedar logs, at a prico 
that will pay the logger, and still make 
a profit to the shingle 1 mill. Mostly all 
of our shingles In this country, are man- 
ufactured out of bolts, but the day of 
the Cedar, bolt for the American mills 
operating on the water front is past, as 
Miey cannot be bad. Therefore the 
greater . portion of. American, shingles 
are manufactured out of the cedar logs, 
cut to the required lengths by drag saws. 

It is my linn conviction that if the 
government, could see their way clear 
to allow the export of cedar on this n- 
creascd stumpage, that it would add, 
from $50,000 to $75,000 to their rev- 
enue, during 1006. If they do not, a 
large portion of this revenue as iu the 
past will be lost and this timber left 
rotting in the woods, when Otherwise 
it might have been exchanged for Amer- 
ican gold and keep at work a largo 
number 'of workmen in this province. 
The great aim of the government ot 
the Dominion at present seems to be 
to increase the population!) of this coun- 
try through giving inducements to emi- 
grants to settle within its borders. A 
closure of the export of all kinds of logs 
will have the effect of driving a lot of 
our workmen out of the province. As 
is well known very little Oriental labor, 
is employed in the logging business as 
they are noL fitted, and seemingly can- 
not be fitted, for that strenuous class 
of work. The money therefore paid, in 
wages in the camps is almost altogether 
paid for white labor, ninety per cent 
of which, reaches Vancouver, Victoria 
and the other cities of the province; 

If the government therefore nro so- 
licitous of building up an industry, that 
hns a tendency, to increase the white 
population of the province, without 'n- 
juring vested interests, thoy should do 
everything iu their power to further tho 
logging industry. 

Tho argument put up against the ex- 
pert of oqdar logs, will be tint the priv- 



ilege will be abused, and other classes 
of timber will be exported as well. Tills 
to my mind, can be overcome in the 
following way. Make it a « criminal of- 
fence, for any person or persons to • ! x- 
port logs without a certificate from the 
timber inspector of the province, that 
•such logs have been duly scaled and 
graded, by an official government scal- 
er, selected by him, and the stumpage 
on same paid, and if it could be iu- 
ranged with the Dominion authorities to 
refuse, to give a clearance' to any tug, 
which was not able to produce such 
certificate, it would prevent ultogetber, 
illegal exporting; Doubtless this hitler 
matter could be arranged satisfactorily 
between the two governments. There 
would be very little danger of any fir 
logs being exported, except bh'osil w hich 
would be used as boom sticks, in boom- 
ing cedar logs, as prices here, usually 
range as high if not higher, for logs of 
this class. In fact at the present time, 
some of the mills are importing consid- 
erable quantities of fir logs from the 
American side. .And would it not be 
well, to exchange for these, some of the 
cedar which cannot be manufacture'j 
at a profit here. 

In a few years the need of export will 
be done away with. The time is close 
at hand, when our shingle mills, will not 
be able to get a supply of bolts. They 
will then have to use logs, almost en- 
tirely, and the Canadian market, wPi 
have to be content, with a much poorer 
grade of shingles. 1 

Other uses too will be found for the 
rougher grades of cedar lumber. The time 
is within sight, when there will be tlavj 
transcontinental roads running ncrovr 
British Columbia and an immense mar- 
ket iu the Prairie and Eastern provinces 
will be found for all grades of lutnbe", 
Whioh can produce. The logger will find 
a market then, for logs that he would 
not think of taking out: now, and there 
will be no need of looking to other than 
the Canadian market. When this time 
arrives which it must iu a very few 
years, it might then bo good policy for 
the- government to not allow the export 
of any class of timber, but the time is 
not ripe for it yet, and it seems a prodi- 
gal waste, that the loggers should bine 
to leave n considerable portion of the 
cedar which is cut, in the woods, an 
tho government lose a large revenue on 
tho same through loss of stumpage. 

As a mill man I am connected wi h 
the Canadian Pacific Lumber Company 
Limited Of Pt, M<>ody as secretary treas- 
urer and I fail to see where the export 
of cedar logs would be in the least det- 
rimental to our interests. In fact we 
would then be assured of a steady sup- 
ply of number one and two cedar logs 
whenever we required them. As no log- 
ging operator will sell to an American 
linn and pay a high royalty, if he can 
sell lo a Canadian one on a stumpage 
equal to about one third.

bnded by Mr. Oliver, it was resolved: 

Wreck of tho Valencia 

That in view of the appalling loss of 
life caused by the wreck of the steamer 
Valencia on Monday, January 22. ou the 
AVest Const of Vancouver island, Hie 
third accident of a similar nature with- 
in the last few weeks, the attention of 
this house is called to the necessity 
which exists for the establishment of 
life-saving appliances on that coast; and 

"That an humble address be presented 
to His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
praying His Honor to cause to be 
brought to the attention of the Domin- 
ion government the, urgent necessity for 
the establishment of a life-boat station 
at silitnblelll [points on the West Coast 
of Vancouver Island, and that a steamer 
be provided to patrol that coast: continu- 
ously, particularly during the winter 
season: and that, all possible steps be 
taken to ensure the protection of life and 
property on that rough and rock-hound 
.const. 

And that copies of thin resolution lie 
sent to the senators and members of the 
House of Commons at Ottawa. 

Mr. ManSon said that the horror of 
the calamity which had induced the reso- 
lution was such that; it was impressed on 
every mirid. It wn« well known that 



the West Const of Vancouver Island 
was a very rocky and dangerous one and 
there could not be. two opinions as to 
the necessity for better appliances. 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) said it was 
witli a feeling of deep regret that he rose 
to second the resolution. It was sadden- 
ing to a degree to realize that if suitable 
appliances had been on hand precious 
lives, the lives too of women and chil- 
dren, would have been saved. Whilst it 
was the prime duty of the federal gov- 
ernment to provide everything that was 
necessary, yet he felt sure that the pro- 
vincial government would do anything 
they could to afford relief. He thought 
also that it was deplorable in the inter- 
ests of tlie Dominion that such appalling 
disasters should occur at .short intervals 
on the Pacific Coast as tipurt from the 
humanitarian it was a most serious 
thing that the impression should tret 
abroad that the west coast was so dead- 
ly — it was not a fact that it' proper ap- 
pliances were available. 

Hon. R. McBrido said that the reso- 
lution had his hearty support and would 
he believed stimulate the federal govern- 
ment to necessary action. He well re- 
membered the late Mr. . Prefontaiue ex- 
pressing his regret that' his department 
was so ill equipped for protection on the 
Pacific Const and he was sure it that 
minister had been spared he would have 
ddue his utmost to remedy the existing 
-stnto of things. He pointed out that 
the reports going out. all over the world 
were serious as affecting the province, 
Mr. J. II. Hawthornthwaite (Xanai- 
mb] deeply regretted that it was perfect- 
ly obvious that the "cost" of life-saving 
appliances was the stumbling block. He 
declared that human life was the cheap- 
est thing in the market today. Many 
precious lives were sacrificed in the 
mines of this province every year for the 
same reason — cost. Last year 10,000 
valuable lives were lost on American 
railways for the same reason. He re- 
ferred to the Slo.cum disaster, the load- 
ing of the life belts and said be had no 
doubt similar conditions existed on the 
Valencia. She was an old vessel not 
lit for tho coast service and as long as 
the spirit which, dominated affairs con- 
tinued to prevail lives would continue to 
be sacrificed. He heartily endorsed the 
resolution. 

Stanley Park, Vancouver 
On the motion of Mr. Bowser, sec- 
onded by Mr. Fraser, it was resolved:— 
That an order of the house be granted 
for a return of copies of all correspond- 
ence between this government and the 
government at Ottawa, in relaton to the 
granting of u lease ,of Stanley Park at 
Vancouver. 

Mr. Rowser (Vnncouver) speaking to 
the resolution standing in his name said 
that it was in order to ascertain what 
had passed between the federal and pro- 
vincial governments with reference to the 
proposed lease of Stanley l'ark that lie 
moved the resolution, the inhabitants 
were anxious to know the present posi- 
tion of the negotiations and this was the 
best method of putting them in posses- 
sion of the facts. 

Hon. R. McBride said there was no 
abjection to bringing down the corres- 
pondence. •Stanley l'ark was admitted- 
ly a verv great ornament to the Terminal 
City au'd nothing would bo done by the 
government without due regard for its 
interests. 

The report on the bill entituled An 
Act to amend the Small Debts Act, was 
considered. ' , 

Mr. Williams moved to add the fol- 
lowing new section: — 

"8. Section 5 of the snid chapter i.i 
of the Statutes of 1!>01 is hereby amend- 
ed by adding thereto, at the end there- 
of, the following words:. 'Provided ^al- 
ways, that this section shall not apply to 
nnv debt. Tiot exceeding $100 due, or ac- 
cruing due, to a mechanic, workman, 
laborer, servant, clerk, or employee, for 
or in respect of wages or salaries.'" 
Small Debts Act 

Mr. Parker Williams in speaking to 
his amendment said the object was to 
protect laborers, wage earners. The mo- 
ment a creditor seized the property of a 
wage earner he suffered in reputation, 
even though subsequently in the court lie 
might prove that the debt was not ow- 
ing. Nothing could undo the mischief 
already done. He claimed that there 
was no notice of seizing the wages of an 
earner before the debt had been proccd. 

Mr. Bowser (Vancouver) suid that 
Mr. Willaims' amendment involved class 
legislation of tbe worst kind. It wns 
an attempt to specially protect one class 
as against others. Already a working 
man was protected to tbe extent of !?-10 
which was a very liberal protection. 
Why should Mr. Williams now ask that 
this'be raised to $100 which would cover 
the whole earnings of a wage earner for 
a month. This meant that the small 
dealer would in many cases be prevented 
from collecting bis account. Why should 
not the grocer have some protection? 
This was a proposal to assist men who 
might sipiander their earnings in escap- 
ing from their legitimate liabilities. 

Mr. J. H. Hawthornthwaite said be 
regretted that he did oiot find himself 
in accord with the member for Vancou- 
ver. 

Hon. Chns. Wilson said he sympathiz- 
ed with the amendment of Mr. Williams 
on the ground that it was not just that 
a laborer's earnings should he attached 
before the deb; had been proved and 
judgment granted. This did not mean 
the ultimate avoidance of any liability 
Inil: simply the reasonable protection of 
a class whose only property wns their 
earnings for as a rule they had nothing 
else. The principle proposed wns not a 
new one; it. had existed in this province 
before 11)01. Mr. Wilson said that it 
was not only the working man who 
sometimes squandered his money — they 
nil spend their money at times perhaps 
unwisely and he demurred to the sug- 
gestion that the working men were sin- 
ners in this respect. He supported the 
amandment. 

Mr. Paterson (Islands) said that: the 
working men were the best paid in the 
province of British Columbia today. The 
government was not called on to protect 
dishonest men: honest men required no 
protection! unfortunate men coukl not 
expect the small storekeeper to protect 

Class Legislation 

Mr. J. H. Hawthornthwaite snid the 
contention of Mr. Bowser that this was 
class legislation was not well taken. All 
legislation was (Mass legislation. Many 
men bad been forced by the present 
blackmailing system to pay debts which 
they never owed. For bis part he ob- 
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jected to helping the storekeeper to 
worry the workingman who, according to 
the third member for Vancouver, squan- 
dered his earnings instead of paying his 
debts. He contended that the law was 
strong enough to prevent any debtor 
from leaving the province and nothing 
more should be done in that direction. 

Mr. .1. It. Brown (Greenwood) could 
not agree with the amendment nor with 
the attitude of the Attorney-Wonoral. 
At present salaries and wages could be 
garnisheed in the County court so that 
this wns no new principle, only an ex- 
tension of one already in operation. 
There was also this protection for a 
debtor that the creditor had to swear an 
affidavit before he could obtain a garni- 
shee. This amendment wns not, in his 
judgment, desired by, or in the true in- 
terests of the working man and he should 
therefore vote against it. 

The amendment was negatived on the 
following division: —

Report adopted. 
Third reading tomorrow. 
Mr. ,1. Murphy (Cariboo) speaking on 
the Assessment bill, said that on look- 
ing into the amendment lie though they 
were in the right direction and could be 
very well be denlt with in committee. 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) objected that 
under the amendment the obvious inten- 
tion of the Attorney-General was to ease 
taxation on tho small holder, an inten- 
tion with which he sympathized, but he 
doubted whether the wording of the 
clause bore out that intention. He wish- 
ed to direct the attention of the govern- 
ment to this point in order that if bis 
contention was correct the wording might 
be varied. 

Hon. Chas. Wilson, speaking to the 
act to amend the law with respect to 
ancient lights, said that tlie object of 
this act was to incorporate the principle 
adopted in Ontario governing the rights 
of this important subject. He did not 
wish to rush the bill, but he -foresaw 
considerably difficulty in the future if 
some such measure wns not passed. 

Mr. Stuart Henderson (Vale) said he 
agreed with the principle of the hill but 
advocated the amendment which stood 
in his name, and would speak to it when 
the bill went into committee. 

Debate on Bills 
Hon. R. McBride, speaking on the bill 
intituled An Act for the Belief and Dis- 
incorporation of the Municipality of 
Dewdney, said that since the great Hoods 
of 1000 this municipality had been un- 
able to make headway and now sought 
relief. Such relief had to be given with 
great care and only after considerable 
thought or the province would incur a 
heavy responsibility if it were thought 
that any municipality failing to carry 
out its programme could fall back on the 
government • for assistance. But. this 
case was unique. The washing away of 
tbe dyking works had left the settlers 
powerless and they were quite tillable 
to continue to work the machinery of a 
municipality. Meanwhile the parties 
who had advanced tho money for tlie 
public works were pressing their 
claims and if the government did not 
come to the rescue every settler would 
lose his holding and that would he dis- 
astrous for the reputation of the prov- 
ince. The present government wns not 
in any degree responsible but it was in 
the interest of the province to pass this 
measure and afford tbe desired relief. 
There were now only two considerable 
outstanding claims and this measure 
would enable them to be denlt with. All 
the government desired to do was to 
pi't this important section of the coun- 
try again on a satisfactory footing. 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) regretted that 
the government had introduced a bill of 
this nature. He thought the remarks' of 
the Premier suggested that the munici- 
pality of Dewdney had suffered through 
the action of the government in 1898. He 
demurred to such a suggestion. Dewdney 
was not the only municipality which hnil 
a similar failure of its dyking works. 
Surrey, in his own constituency of Del- 
ta, but instead of pursuing the cow- 
ardly course of evading taxation like 
the people of Dewdney. they shouldered 
their burdens. In addition they were 
forced by an net of this legislation (o 
pay $13,000 which they did not owe. 
Why wns then, one law for Surrey and 
another for Dewdney? He regretted the 
absence from his seat of the member 
for ftannimo, who had earlier in Hie 
sitting declaimed so eloquently against 
partial legislation. 

Then he noted that the government 
proposed that the province should pay 
$10,000 from the public funds levied out- 
side the district in question. Mn what, 
principle, could that be defended'.' This 
was a bill for enabling Dewdney to go 
out of business without paving its ins 
debts. 

Mr. T. W. Paterson heartily endorsed 
all thnl Mr. Oliver had said. The bill 
was Iniquitous — if meant people coming 
ana risking to be relieved from the result 
of their own failure. Why should peo- 
ple who had carried on similar works 
successfully he made to pay tor the 
mistakes of the municipality of Dewd- 
ney'.' The cowardly conduct of the peo- 
ple had disentitled them to any measure 
Of relief. They had ilelihernlely planned 
to nvnid their just liabilities, both prin- 
cipal and interest. Such people should 
Hot be allowed to send their bills to Vic- 
toria to he settled. He thought the 
fnriners of Delta compared very favor- 
ably with those of Dewdney, who had 
not paid one. dollar of taxes for six 
years, He claimed that the sweeping 
awny of the dykes was not due to (he 
high floods but lo defective workman- 
ship. 

Mr. J. H. Hawtliotntliwrtttc sold be 
thought it: was the duty of the province 
to wipe out this debt altogether. The 



farmers should not be held responsible, 
tha dyking works were, forced on them 
by the government of the day. He was 
surprised thnt the representative of such 
a rich district as Delta— 

Mr. John Oliver — How do you know? 
1'ou were never there. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite— Well, I .say 
that Mr. Oliver is selfish; his rich dis- 
trict gives less to, and takes more from 
the province than any other section. It 
was unfair, lie was sure, the lion, mem- 
ber bad difficulty in disposing of his 
farming produce. 

Mr. John Oliver admitted the practical 
truth of tliis but declared he had not 
vet applied to the house for relief. 

Mr. J. II. Hawlhornthwnito — Well, he 
r was beginning to squeal and the next, 
thing he would be coining to the house; 
then he would meet with his just reward. 
As to the allegation of Mr. Oliver that 
the farmers of Dewdney were not taxed 
he declared thnt they were lieeced to 
dentil by the federal Liberal govern- 
ment. 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) declared thnt 
the statement of Mr. Hawthornthwaite 
that Delta only paid $3,000 to $4,000 a 
year was untrue, hut until the govern- 
ment initiated li better system of book- 
keeping it would he impossible lo find 
out. exact amount. 

Mr. W. J. Bowser (Vancouver) did 
not think there was ever a question de- 
bated in the house that the member for 
Delta did not know all there was to 
know about it. Now, lie knew, and wish- 
ed to state to the bouse, thnt the con- 
tribution of Delta was a miserable pit- 
tance. It was the richest: district in the 
provincCj It received Inst, year $25,907 
for schools and $1,010 for roads, trails 
and bridges. Westminster bridge, which 
benefited Delta greatly, cost in fixed 
charges $55,000 a year and Delta ought 
to pay 'at lenst one-tenth. This makes 
a total of S32.-42y. They pay in taxes 
$7,070, showing a total of $24,747 more 
received out than they pay in. Where 
was the contention of the member for 
Delta now? Did this not justify the 
charge V Then coming to tlie rich dis- 
trict of Chilliwaek. Last year its appro- 
priation for schools, roads ami bridges 
was $23,84] and its contribution in rev- 
enue only $5,5(10,' showing n balance 
against that district of $17,505. Com- 
menting on Mr. Oliver's attitude he ask- 
ed who was the real leader of the op- 
position, he or the member for Boss- 
land? The titular leader had deserted 
his seat, tlie "do facto" lender wns tho 
member for Delta. He suggested that a 
committee should be appointed to in- 
vestigate the question of a more equit- 
able assessment of such rich districts as 
Delta and Chilliwaek. He strongly sup- 
ported the measure. 

Mr. T. W. Paterson nsked if Mr. Bow- 
ser realy thought that the people of the 
province should be deprived of tlie (rev- 
enue from the natural resources. 

Mr. Bowser snid it was a notorious 
fact that the farmers of Delta bad more 
money in the bank than any others in tbe 
province. 

Mr. J. Murphy moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate, but was defeated on 
the vote. He then sought to speak to 
the motion, but was ruled out of order 
by the Speaker. 

Mr. J. R. Browq (Greenwood) did not 
think adequate reason for tbe relief 
sought for had been given. He could tell 
of many cities in the interior that had 
been face to face with the same proposi- 
tion was Dewdney. They had launched 
out expecting population tip to 8,000 or 
10,000 people to come in, important pub- 
lic works were undertaken. When tli

population tailed'' to materialize they 
manfully shouldered their financial bur- 
dens without a-ny 1, provincial aid. His own 
city of Greenwood had done this and he 
strongly objected. to discrimination ill fa- 
vor of any .municipality. They should 
struggle with their liabilities as others 
had been obliged to do. He referred to 
tho loan made by the Ontario govern- 
ment to tlie Soo enterprises, hut this 
measure proposed to go further and 
make a free gift of $10,000 to the farm- 
ers of Dewdney. If the fanners of Del- 
ta were so rich why bad not the govern- 
ment, exacted their just dues in taxation'.' 
Surely they did not expect the farmers 
to come and offer, to pay more. As to 
New Westminster! bridge, they paid their 
tolls when crossing as others did. As to 
the leader of the opposition Mr. Brown 
said that they were well pleased with 
the leadership of the member for Boss- 
land. 

Hon. Chas. Wilson moved tlie ad- 
journ of the debate. Agreed. 

Tlie report, on the bill intituled An Act 
to amend tlie Companies Act by provid- 
ing for the Registration of Companies' 
Mortgages, was considered. 

The lion. Chas. Wilson moved to add 
the following as section O: — 

'•(!. Whenever, in any act, the act 
hereby repealed is referred to or cited, 
then the words 'an net to provide for the 
registration of companies' mortgages' 
shall be struck out, ami in lieu thereof 
shall be inserted the title of this act." 

Carried.

Mr. T. 1<\ Paterson, manager of the 
Paterson Timber Company, which this 
year will be the largest independent log- 
ging operators in British Columbia, hav- 
ing in operation live logging camps be- 
sides handling the output of a large 
number of contractors working for 
them, seen as lo the bill now before 
Legislature, staled as follows: 

"On looking over the amendment to 
the laud act, governing the cutting of 
timber ou crown lands, it seems to me 
that it is .stringent enough to prohibit 
tlie export of any class of timber. How- 
ever the government evidently wish to 
act in the best interests of the province, 
but it is just possible that some oi tbe 
information they have received has mis- 
lead them in tbe matter. The Loggers 
Association of the Coast of British Col- 
umbia aro very eager that the manu- 
facturing interest should be fostered as 
far as possible by the government, but 
do not think that they should he built 
up to the detriment of others interested 
in the natural resources of the country. 
We are willing to concede that the Can- 
adian mills should be given the prefer- 
ence of buying all limber that is logged 
in the province, hut there are certain 
classes of limber, notably the No. and 
three grades, of cedar logs, which they 
absolutely refuse to handle .only in lim- 
ited quantities. Last year our camps 
left large quantities of timber of this 
nature lying in the woods. Tlie cedar 
timber was felled and the first and some- 
times second logs in tbe trees, were cut 
and taken out, and the remainder, one 
Or two logs toward the top of the tree, 
were left lying in the woods to become 
find for lire, or rot there. 

Outside of our handlogging contract- 
ors, we gave instructions to those oper- 
ating under special license that wc could 
not handle the rougher grades of cedar, 
as it was not exportable and could not 
bo sold here at a profit. They conse- 
quently had to leave this timber in the 
woods. We have recently opened a lim- 
it containing some thirty or more million 
feet which will run about fifteen million 
or more cedar. If there is no provision 
made for the exporting of the rougher 
grades of this, we will simply fell the 
trees, and take out what is marketable, 
and the rest will have to lie there. This 
may mean a loss in timber to the value 
of from $15,000 to .$20,000 and the gov- 
ernment will lose the royalty on tbe 
same. Circumstances simply compel us 
to continue to waste this valuable asset 
of the province under the present regu- 
lations. 

Not later than yesterday wc hud n 
|iumher of our contractors to see us. 
who wished to renew their contracts for 
1000, these were principally hand log- 
gers, and we advised them daring the 
negotiations that if tlie "export of cedar 
from band loggers licenses was prohib- 
ited by the government that we did not 
care to bundle their second and third 
grades of cedar logs at all, as we could 
not find a market for them that would 
pay the wages to put them in the water. 
Wc, however, would take all fir of tbe 
three grades and a quantity of number 
one cedar, us we bad a market for that 
product. These men will simply have 
to leave tlie larger portion of the number 
two and number three cedar logs in tlie 
woods, and take only tlie butt logs out 
of the tree. 

The Loggers' Association has asked 
tlie government to allow the export of 
timber on the following conditions: 
namely that the stumpago ou number 
one cedar logs if exported from tbe 
province be $l-.50 per thousand feet; ou 
number t wo cedar logs. $1 per thousand 
and ou number three, or roughest grade, 
50 cents a thousand. The extra tow rate 
on these logs to Puget Sound points 
averages about 75 cents per thousand, 
more that to B. C mills and the addi- 
tional risk of crossing the gulf with 
tows is equal to about twenty-live cents 
per thousand. This would mean that 
the B. C. mills paying only fifty cents 
per thousand stumpago on number one 
cedar logs could purchase this quality 
of timber $2 per thousand cheaper than 
their American competitors. The cedar 
mills using this grade of timber here 
would therefore always be assured of a 
steady supply and if there, was an over 
production at any time tlie logging oper- 
ators could get a small margin of pro- 
tit, out of tbe balance that were ex- 
ported. On numbell two. or shingle 
logs the mills here would have *u ad- 
vantage of $1.50 per thousand mid in 
tlie rougher grades about $1; Shingle 
logs on the American side are mostly 
always in good demand and prices there 
range at $1.50 to $2 higher for thnt 
class of timber than can be got for even 
a limited quantity on. this side. This 
is largely due to tlie fact that the Amer- 
ican shingle mills hnvcJ a market for a 
much rougher grade of shingles than we 
mnii'ufacture in Canada ami at the pre- 
sent time it is difficult to cut clear 
shingles our of cedar logs, at a price 
that- will pay the logger, and still make 
a profit to the shingle mill. Mostly all 
of our shingles in this country, are mai - 
ufnetured oui of bolts, but the day of 
the cedar '"'li tor the, American mills 
Operating on the water front is past, as 
thoy eannol .be hud. Therefore the 
greater portion of American shingles 
are manufactured out of the cedar logs, 
cut to the required lengths by drug saws. 

1 1 is my firm conviction thnt if tho 
government, could see their way clear | 
to allow the export of cedar on this n- 
creased stuutpngo, that it would add, j 
from $50,Q0O to $75,000 to tlicir rev- 
onue, during 1900, It' they do not, a 
largo portion of this revenue as in the 
past' will be lost ami this timber left 
rolling in the woods, when OthorWiNG 
it might have been exchanged for Amer- 
ican gold and keep at work n larg.3

The groat aim of the government of 

the Dominion at present s s lo be 

to increase the popnlationn of this coun- 
try through giving inducements lo emi- 
grants to settle within its borders. A 
Closure of the export of all kinds of logs 

Will .have the effect of driving II hit ,,f 
our workmen out of the province. As 
is well known very little Oriental labor, 
is employed in I lie logging business as 
they are not. lilted, and seemingly can- 
not he tilled, for thai strenuous class 
of work. The money therefore paid, in 
wages in tlie pnmps is nlihp.it altogether 
paid for while labor, ninety per rent 
of which, ren'clies Vancouver, Victoria 
and the other ci tit's of the province. 

1 1' tlie government therefore are so- 
licitous of building up an industry, that 
lias a tendency, to increase the while 
population of tbe province, without 'u- 
jur.iiig vested interests, they should do 
everything in their power to further the 
logging industry.

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ilege will bo abused, and other classes 
of timber will be exported as well. This 
to my miind, can be overcome in tlie 
following way. Make it a criminal of- 
fence, for any person or persons to " 'x- 
port logs without a certificate from the 
timber inspector of the province, that 
such logs have been duly scaled anil 
graded, by an official government scal- 
er, selected by him, and tlie stumpngo 
on same paid, and if it could be ar- 
ranged with the Dominion authorities to 
refuse, to give a clearance to any lug, 
which was not able to produce such 
certificate, it would prevent altogether, 
illegal exporting. Doubtless this latter 
matter could be arranged satisfactorily 
between the two governments. There 
would bo very little danger of any fir 
logs being exported, except those) which 
would be used as boom sticks, in boom- 
ing cedar logs, as prices here, usually 
range as high if not higher, for logs of 
this class. In fact at the present time. 
som(-' of the mills are importing consid- 
erable quantities of fir, logs from the 
American side. And would it not be 
well, to exchange for these, some of tb.9 
cedar which cannot bo manufacture-.! 
at n profit here. 

In a few years the need of export will 
be done away with; The time is close 
at hand, when our shingle, mills, will not 
be able to get a supply of bolts. They 
will then have to use logs, almost en- 
tirely, and the Canadian market, wi'l 
have to he content, with a much poorer 
grade of shingles. 

Other uses too will be found for the 
rougher grades of cedar lumber. The time 
is within sight, when there will be thre? 
transcontinental roads running acros? 
British Columbia and an immense mar- 
ket in the Prairie and Eastern provinces 
will be found for all grades of lumber, 
which can produce. The logger will find 
a market then, for logs that he would 
not think of taking out now, and there 
will be no need of looking to other than 
the Canadian market. When this time 
arrives which it must in a very few- 
years, it might then be good policy for 
tho government to not allow the export 
of any class of timber, .but the time is 
not ripe for it yet, and it seems a prodi- 
gal waste, that the loggers should have 
to leave a considerable portion of the 
cednr which is cut, in tlie woods, and 
the government lose a large' revenue on 
the same through loss of stumpnge. 

As a mill man 1 am connected wi ll 
the Canadian Pacific Lumber Company 
Limited of Pt. Moody as secretary treas- 
urer and I fail to see where the export 
of cedar logs would he in the least det- 
rimental to our interests. In fact wo 
would then he assured of a steady sup- 
ply of number on© and two cedar logs 
whenever we required them. As no log- 
ging operator will sell to an American 
firm and pay a high royalty, if he can 
sell to a Canadian one on a stumpagc 
equal to about one third.

OUR CLIMATE. 

A correspondent, writing about the 
beautiful weather experienced on the 
23rd instant, goes quite into ecstacles 
over the asset we possess in climate, 
the value of which we do not quite 
appreciate, inasmuch as we are apt to 
forget the rigors or winter in the east 
of Canada, or have not experienced 
them at all. Someone suggested not 
long, ago that arrangements should be 
made to have the temperature on the 
coast telegraphed each day to the east- 
ern papers, with observations on the 
state of the weather. It would not 
be a half bad idea, and would appeal 
to the man who sat down to read his 
paper after coming Indoors out of an 
atmosphere registering anything from 
10 to 40 above zero. The correspond- 
ent referred to writes: 

"It is to be iioped that many of the 
visitors from Munltoba were out at 
Beacon Hill park or one of the suburbs 
yeBterday morning, where the birds 
were singing their first songs of spring. 
At the park the robins and meadow 
larks began to make the air melodious 
some time before sunrise, and their 
answering love-calls were continued 
for some hours. These birds did not 
go south on their annual migration, 
preferring, as usual, to remain here. 
One would be quite safe In asserting I 
that in no other part of Canada were | 
the birds singing their spring songs j 
on the 23rd of January, an indisput- j 
able evidence of the salubrity of our j 
western isle."

THE FATE OF THE VALENCIA. 

Unfortunately, the worst fears enter- 
tained for the safety of the passengers 
on the Valencia when the Colonist 
appeared yesterday morn lug have been 
realized. Only 16 were saved out of 
154 souls on board. Those who were 
not lost in the first instance in en- 
deavoring: to get ashore in boats, either 
succumbed to exposure or were swept 
into the cruel waters waiting to re- 
ceive them. None of us can realise 
the agonies of the moments that lay 
on that awful night between the vic- 
tims and eternity. The night was 
dark, the sea tempest-tossed and the 
wind blowing a gale. No word-painter 
could paint the horrors of the situa- 
tion. To men in such pitiless sus- 
pense death comes as a merciful relief, 
nnd we have no doubt that the ap- 
proach of the grim messenger in sucli 
circumstances is alleviated either by 
partial unconsciousness or the resig- 
nation of despair. It is said that once 
the mind is made up to accept death as 
Inevitable, all fears depart. Nature, 
with its compensations ever at hand, 
smooths the way for the most direful 
of fates. The agony of mind of the 
victims can scarcely be less than that 
of friends, and near relatives, to whom 
'the sympathy of all goes out at the 
present moment. 

Another wreck is added to the list of 
wrecks that have strewn the coast, and 
one more appeal goes up to the authori- 
ties at Ottawa to hasten their hand. Rev. 
Leslie Clay In another column voices 
the feeling of the community for im- 
mediate action hi providing the facili- 
ties for averting disaster and for sav- 
ing life in cases of emergency. 

It is not a time to proceed according 
to the order of "red tape." ~\Vc should 
make our voice felt while the effect of 
the latest disaster is still stron 
the public mind. There was much 
talk at the time of the wreck of the 
Clallam about fitting up a life-preserv- 
ing station, and considerable money 
was subscribed for the purpose; but 
sentiment became indifferent as time 
went on, and nothing resulted. As 
Mr. Clay points out, it Is, however, a 
public and not a private duty. With- 
out endeavoring in any way to give a 
partlssam phase to the matter, we may 
remark that our interests from a ma- 
terial point of view, to say nothing of 
the other considerations involved, are 
sufficient to demand immediate and 
adequate attention. If lives counted 
for nothing, the shipping on the North- 
west Pacl/lc is too important to be- 
longer -neglected. 

Since writing the foregoing with 
reference to the loss of the Valencia, 
which was based on information re- 
ceived prior to the arrival of the 
Queen, it has been ascertained that 
twenty or thirty persons' were seen In 
the rigging through a glass, and their 
signals of distress observed; but, un- 
fortunately, no assistance was possible 
to be rendered. The wreck broke up, 
and every soul on board at the time 
is believed to have been lost. A more 
pitiful and tragic tale could not be 
told — the agonled suspense of men and 
women doomed to be engulfed in the 
waiting waters below. Let us hope 
that the prayers going heavenward 
from these poor frenzied souls will find 
an echo In the hearts of the' authorities 
at Ottawa and bear fruit by saving 
lives in the future from a similar awful 
fate, ,

The law of averages in human affairs 
is as unrepealablo as the law off gravi- 
tation. The suspension of this law, 
for one day, would mean "chaos come 
again" in the lives of men. Imagine 
some of the things that might happen. 
All of the pooplo who will ride in the 
street oars in the course of a year 
clamor to ride in one day; or all of 
the people who ride in the course of a 
year stay at home for a day conclude 
to do so on the same day! 

Under tho law of averages a store 
will gain a half dozen new customers 
and lose half as many old ones in a 
day. Under a suspension of the law 
the yoarly totals are arrived at in an 
hour. Under the law of averages half 
of tho people of Mcridcn in the course 
of tan years will have visited New 
Haven or Hartford. Under a suspen- 
sion of this law all of those peopla will 
conclude to make this visit on the 
same day! 

It is easy to see that a suspension of 
^he law of averages would turn civil- 
ization topsy-turvy in a moment — 
would fill graveyards and bankrupt in- 
surance companies, overpopulate pris- 
ons and asylums, call the disasters of 
years into a space of days. But the, 
law will not be suspended for a mo- 
ment of time — it is an unchanging 
statute enforced by the relentless 
prosecutors, Time and Fate. The 
safety of human enterprises lies in 
this same law. It regulates the re- 
sults of effort, rewards industry and 
aggressiveness as surely as it rebukes 
inertia. 

Without this beneficent law Want 
Advertising would probably go out of 
fashion — its results could not bo fore- 
casted. Under the law Want Adver- 
tising becomes a force almost tractable, 
almost controlable. The law of aver- 
ages means that when you come to 
feel the need of something, some one 
else ceases to feel its need — and you 
can secure it; when your servant 
leaves you, some one else's has left, 
too, and is looking for another place;

LIFE SAVING 

.Sir— With tidings of "appalling disaster," 
talk of "pathetic scenes," tales of horror, 
Shipwrecked mariners In our streets, fifty 
or more lives lost, "a hundred human lie- 
lugs huddled together on a doomed ves- 
sel, praying for succor," and how much 
more does it require to stir up the people 
of Victoria to a sense of sympathy, If 
duty cannot move them. Following upon 
the Clallam disaster, some two years ago, 
public meetings were held, nhd the prelim- 
inaries of a lifeboat and llfc-eavlng as- 
sociation entered Into, the committee of 
which, for a time, evinced considerable en- 
ergy, but, like other things in tills locality, 
men of 'business and position, with the 
exception of some three or four, have been

' 154 souls on board. Those who were 
not lost in the first instance in en- 
deavoring to get ashore in boats, either 
succumbed to exposure or were swept 
Into the cruel waters waiting to re- 
ceive them. None of us can realize 
the agonies of the moments that lay 
on that awful night between the vic- 
tims and eternity. The night was 
dark, the sea tempest-tossed and the 
wind blowing a gale. No word-painter 
could paint the horrors of the situa- 
tion. To men in such pitiless sus- 
pense death comes as a merciful relief, 
and we have no doubt that the ap- 
proach of the grim messenger in such 
circumstances Is alleviated either by 
partial unconsciousness or the resig- 
nation of despair. It Is said ttiat once 
the mind is made up to accept death as 
inevitable, all fears depart. Nature, 
with its compensations ever at hand, 
smooths the way for the most direful 
of fates. The agony of mind of the 
victims can scarcely be less than that 
of friends, and near relatives, to whom 
the sympathy of all goes out at the 
present moment. 

Another wreck is added to the list of 
wrecks that have strewn the coast, and 
one more appeal goes up to the authori- 
ties at Ottawa to hasten their hand. Rev. 
Leslie Clay in another column voices 
the feeling of the community for im- 
mediate action in providing the facili- 
ties for averting disaster and for sav- 
ing life in cases of emergency. 

It is not a time to proceed according 
to the order of "red tape." We should 
make our voice felt while the effect of 
the latest disaster Is still strong on 
the public mind. There was much 
talk at the time of the wreck of the 
Clallam about fitting up a life-preserv- 
ing station, and considerable money 
was subscribed for the purpose; but 
sentiment became indifferent as time 
went on, and nothing resulted. As 
Mr. Clay points out, it is, however, a 
public and not a private duty. With- 
out endeavoring in any way to give a 
partisan phase, to the matter, we may 
remark that our interests from a ma- 
terial point of view, to say nothing of 
the other considerations involved, are 
sufficient to demand immediate and 
adequate, attention. If lives counted 
for nothing, the shipping on the North- 
west Pacific is too Important to be 
longer 'neglected. 

Since writing the foregoing with 
reference to the loss of the Valencia, 
which was based on Information re- 
ceived prior to the arrival of the 
Queen, it has been ascertained that 
twenty or thirty persons were seen in 
the rigging through a glass, and their 
signals of distress observed! but; un- 
fortunately, no assistance was possible 
to be rendered. The wreck broke up, 
and evety soul on board at the time 
Is believed to have been lost. A more 
pitiful and tragic tale could not be 
told — the agonled suspense of men and 
women doomed to be engulfed In the 
waiting waters below. Let us hope 
that the prayers going heavenward 
from these poor frenzied souls will find 
an echo in the hearts of the authorities 
at Ottawa and bear fruit by saving 
lives jn the future from a similar awful 
fate.

THE LIBERAL DILEMMA. 

Already, the business men of Croat 
Britain are becoming alarmed at the suc- 
cess of the radical labor, socialist and 
Irish parties ia the general elections, 
which verities the adage that it is never 
safe to swap horses while crossing a 
stream. There will probably be about 
(10 straight labor members in the new 
parliament, and about SO members of the 
Nationalist party, while about one-fourth 
of tho.

Irish National- 
ists and Radicals— is sufficient to terror- 
ize the government and demand practic- 
ally what it pleases. The demands will 
include the payment of members, aboli- 
tion of the House of Lords, Irish Home 
Rule, and the nationalization of land, 
telephones, railways, factories, mines, 
shipping, and all other instruments of 
production. The members of the gov- 
ernment and the Liberal party include a 
vast number, who are in principle and 
interests opposed to such a programme. 
The government and leading members of 
the party are made up of men who are 
railway directors, chairmen of telephone 
companies, rich manufacturers and other 
large capitalists, who are just, now be- 
ginning to realize what their victory 
means to them. 

While the Liberals — the old time Lib- 
erals — have been gloating over the pros- 
pect of defeating the Unionists and giv- 
ing a quietus to protectionist theories, 
and the Unionists have been disputing 
about their own issues among themselves 
and witii the Liberals, another party, t 
that cared neither for free trade or 
'Clinmberlainism per so, captured the 
fort. This was realized too late io stem 
the tide that set in. The greatest trou- 
ble ahead is in store for the ' Liberal 
party. 

EDUCATION °AND LIVING. 

The public is beginning to realize more 
and more that all is not gold that glitters 
in the educational line. Since popular 
education became n fad a very extreme 
value lias been placed on the .accomp- 
lishments of an educated man. As a con- 
sequence, much that is spurious and un- 
sound and superficial has been huxtercd 
in public places in the guise of the ren' 
thing.

Tho lav/ of averages in human affairs 
is as unrepealable as tho law of gravi- 
tation. The suspension of this law, 
for one day, would 1 mean "chaos come 
again" in the lives of men. Imagine 
Borne of the things that might happen. 
All of the people who will ride in the 
street cars in tho course of a year 
clamor to ride in one day; or all of 
the people who ride in the course of a 
year stay at home for a day conclude 
to do so on tho same day! 

. 

Under the law of averages a store 
will gain a half dozen new customers 
and lose half as many old ones in a 
day. Under a suspension of tho law 
the yearly totals are arrived at .in an 
hour. Under the law of averages half 
of the people of Meriden in the course 
of ten years will have visited New 
Haven or Hartford. Under a suspen- 
sion of this law all. of those people will 
conclude to make this visit on the 
same day! 

It is easy to see that a suspension of 
the law of averages would turn civil- 
ization topsy-turvy in a moment — 
would fill graveyards and bankrupt in- 
surance companies, overpopulate pris- 
ons and asylums, call the disasters of 
years into a space of dayo. But tho 
law will not be suspended for a mo- 
ment of time — it is an unchanging 
statute enforced by the relentless 
prosecutors, Time and Fate. Tho 
safety of humsn enterprises lies in 
this same law. It regulates the re- 
sults of effort, rewards industry and 
aggressiveness as surely as it rebukes 
inertia. 

Without this beneficent law Want 
Advertising would probably go out of 
fashion — its results could not be fore- 
casted. Under the law Want Adver- 
tising becomes a force almost tractable, 
almost controlable. The law of aver- 
ages means that when you come to 
feel tho need of something, some one 
else ceases to feel its need — and you 
can secure it; when your servant 
leaves you, some one else's has left, 
too, and is looking for another place;

"Iiting 
Hal Fat Choy"— which, literally translated, 
means a happy return of the day, or event. 
A.ter ten, spiced foods and wines had 
been passed around, 1 and sparsely partaken 
of, the culler retires, mid at the street 
door both host and guests part— with an- 
other profound bow. And so the day goes 
on. " '

ed by the continuous letting off of tire- 
crackers and Immense bombs, until late 
Into the night, for your Chinee loves noise, 
which to him Is a charm against the bad 
spirits.

Experiences of Pioneer Oriental 
Gold Miners Discouraged 
AH Others. 



"Emergency Mayoi" Displayed 
Piesence of Mind In the 
Matter. 



Cariboo Is full of Chlnnmcn; In Cnsslor 
ehey are us common us whites and In- 
dian's, iiml all tin' placer emails of the 
Pnchic Coast except those of the Canadian 
iTiikon contain these elnuiilsli Asiatics, 
ivho, sooner or Inter, from coolly or tyhee,, 
remit to the Mower; Kingdom the yellow 
gold they earn In the land, not of their 
adoption, inn of their exploitation, says the 
Vancouver World. Even In far-uway Fair- 
banks, in Uncle Sam's northern territory, 
two Chinamen, it is reported, .spent Inst 
Reason, anil these two will as certainly lie 
followed by more as the Bret two swallows 
are eventually followed by summer. 

Why lias the Canadian Yukon hitherto 
been Immune? This Is u question that 6c- 
casionally occurs to some, hut the innjdr- 
' Ity of people ait? too busy to ask If any 
Chinamen are In the Yukon, and ibveh 
those wlio know there are none are either 
. too niuch occupied with tlielr own affairs 
lo seek a reason or. if I hey ever think or 
it. conclude that the Orientals have not 
yet thought of trying their hick in the 
golden North. 

However, it is not entirely due to natur- 
al causes or to Chinese apathy that there 
arc none of the yellow men in Dawson anil 
the other Northern camps. 1'lmt the Can- 
adian Yukon is still purely n white man's 
country; that patient, frugal, opium-smok- 
ing; gambling, tyhee-rlddeii, Industrious, 
superstitious, shrewd ami altogether pecu- 
liar John Chinaman is not washing clothes 
in Whltehorse, gold on the Klondike creek's 
or running stores in Dawson, is entirely 
line ami clearly, traceable to the prompt, 
energetic and far-sighted action of a self- 
constltnted vigilance committed nnd a 
miide-wulle-you-walt mayor, who received 
and turned hack the first ami last batch 
uf coolies who ever got as far as White- 
horse on the road to the Klondike. 

The story of how It. was done, how the 
hopes or Victoria's Chinatown were hipped 
in the bud, and of how the North was 
saved to the white miner, laborer ami mer- 
chant, was tnhl tn u World reporter by an 
old mustier who helped tn 'break the first 
trials through the Yukon snow. 

Chinks Headed Off Klondike 
"There are lots of old time Ytlkoueis 
wli.i know how tlie Chinks were headed off 
the Klondike,';' said the masher, the sub- 
ject having cropped up In the course of 
conversation. "There are men In Vancou- 
ver now who were In White Horse when 
It bappeded. One of I hem Is .lack West, 
•who was in business there tit that time, 
lie ought to be aide to remember it, be- 
cause we appointed 111 m mayor at live 
minutes' notice and gave him the Job of 
giving the Chinks the right kind of a spiel. 
•He handled It all right, too, mill that. Is 
why there are no Chinamen up there new. 

"You never saw a miner who liked 
Chinamen. The Chinks know tills nnd 
they never go Into u new country In large 
numbers. They know enough to break It 
gently to the miner and gel hlm used to 
seeing a few of them around before they 
crowd In at all. Well, the men who made 
the trails lu the North and survived it 
were mostly men who hnil experience ami 
knew their own minds. They knew the 
Chinks, too, and they did not "waul them. 

"It was in .lime, 1002, that the tyhee 
Chinamen In Victoria thought that the 
trails had been made smooth enough Into 
the Y'likon to justify them in sending an 



staying in Whltehorse; there was no min- 
ing around there, and, while they probably 
were not expecting to be received with 
open arms by the Dawson miners nnd mer- 
chants, Ntlll they did not expect to excite 
so much Interest at the rail bend. They 
expected only nn ordinary -welcome nt 
Whltehorse, but it did not turn out quite 
that way. if they bad got lo Dawson 
they would have been about an welcome 
there as In Whltehorse, for the same class 
of people, men who had helped lo .break 
the trulls Into the wilderness, constituted 
both populations, nnd none of them hud 
any Idea of standing by and seeing China- 
■men cut them out of the reward of the 
risks nnd hardships. 

Warm Reception at Whitehorse 
"The 'Chinese' train arrived lit I o'clock 
lu the afternoon, and at 3 o'clock the citi- 
zens held a meeting to decide upon the 
best way or getting rid of the Chinks. A 
committee was appointed to wait upon the 
unwelcome strangers, who had by this 
time found shelter In u tent where they 
intended to await the arrival of the steam- 
er that was to take them to Dawson the 
next day. At !) o'clock the committee in- 
terviewed the Chinese and informed them 
that there were no openings for Chinks 
In Dawson. It was explained to them that 
the Dawson people did not want them, but 
'beyond saying that they did not savvy, 
they made no comment on the Informiir 
Hon. As there were no trains going to 
Skagway that night the matter rested un- 
til morning, but when !) o'clock came and 
the White 'Pass limited was ready to pull 
out for Skagway, the four dowers of Vic- 
toria's Chinatown were not ready to leave. 
They persisted in their intention to go to 
Dawson and wash clothes. The committee 
•were now rather up against It, the Chinks 
having failed to take their advice, lull 
they struck a brilliant Idea and Informed 
the birds of passage that they would have 
| to call upon the oily council and the 
I mayor. Whltehorse was nut n elty and did 
I not have cither n council or n mayor, hut 
something had to be done, so they were in- ; 
vented. The limited was pulling out and 
the Chinamen were still in Whltehorse, but 
there was n freight train leaving at II 
o'clock, and on this and tin? bill IV about 
the mayor and council the boys rested their 
faith. Then they went to a nuiu who hud 
not been seen 'by the Chinks as yet. This 
was .lack West. They told him that lie was 
appointed mayor, gave lilin full power to 
act, told li I in to do anything he liked, that 
if lie got hanged it would he his own look- j 
out, nnd then left him to the job with 
their blessing. 

Returned as Freight 

are held nt prices which arc not much bCr 
"'KinergCney Mayor West went to the 
Chinks and gave them a lot or fatherly ad- 
vice. Ho told them they would never, have 
any friends In the Yukon territory and that 
It was a good place for tliein to get out of 
as sunn as they got the chance. He in- 
formed them that he was mayor, .but did 
not want to have to take any extrcino 
measures with them.' He was helped out a 
whole lot by the fnct that there were sev- 
eral mounted policemen around, who did 
not interfere, nnd with whom lie took care 
to let the Chinks see hlm associate. The 
police were not taken Into the confidence 
uf the white men and the Chinks did not 
think of appealing tn them. On the con- 
trary, they thought when they saw West 
talking to them that he must be the only 
real thing around these parts. 

"After convincing the Chinamen that be 
was boss around the camp and that It was 
a most unhealthy country for them, the 
mayor of the moment 'graciously informed 
the visitors ilinl there was a freight train 
leaving at 11 o'clock and that he could ar- 
range with the company to carry them 
buck to Skagway and ship them to Vic- 
toria If they bail nuniev for their fares. 
Xae chinks, who had plenty of cash, plead- 
ed poverty, and the resourceful mayor 
then said that rat her than see them get 
Into trouble or stay In such serious dan- 
ger, the authorities would put up the 
f mills. 

"The merchants or Whltehorse wc 
to. get rid or the Chinks at any prl 
gladly subscribed the fare. They wen 
seen safely aboard lalu freight train by 
Mayor West In person, and as HOon as the 
train pulled out of sight everybody went 
and hail a Joyous drink on the surplus of 
the transportation mini. Mayor West's 
health was drunk so often that the day 
finally became a very lively one and Mu- 
lshed up in a general celebration. 

"Nothing much was heard outside nliout 
tills; It was kept quiet anyway and the 
newspaper men of Whltehorse were nol ns 
restless as those In Vancouver, nnd I don't 
think the people of Dnwson, Whlteli 
and the other Canadian Y'nkon camps know 
Just how much they owe to the llltic

A Globe's Ottawa despatch, dealing 
with the report of the Transportation 
Commission, says: 

The nationalization of the leading; 
poi is of Canada and making them tree 
from all charges, save those, for dry- 
docks and elevators, is the most im- 
portant recommendation in the report 
of the Transportation Commission, 
which reached the hands of Hon. Chas. 
Hyman a few days ago. The iiorls lo 
which this applies arc: Fort William, 
Port Arthur, and Mission River on 
Thunder Bay, Depot Harbor, Midland, 
Port Colbome, Kingston, Montreal, 
Quebec, St. John, Halifax, Sydney, 
Vancouver Victoria, the Pacific termin- 
us of the Grand Trunk Pacific, and the 
terminus of the Canadian Northern. 

The commission reports in favor of 
extending the Intercolonial to Georgian 
Bay, which would stimulate the export 
trade from the ports of St. John and 
Halifax. 

Important Improvements are sug- 
gested In tho harbors of Toronto and 



are now owned by the corporation, and 
upon the basins between the piers be- 
ing kept free from sewage. The sug- 
gested improvements are: Entrance to 
the harbor east and west dredged to 
the depth of sixteen feet, channel of 
three hundred feet, . to be dredged 
through the harbor, piers between the 
entrance to be extended Into eighteen 
feet of water, shoal at the eastern en- 
trance to be removed, groynes to be 
built at the west end of the island, 
city piers to be extended and the water 
at the piers to be dredged to a depth 
of sixteen feet. The river Don to 
empty inlo Ashbrldge's Bay Instead of 
into the harbor. Before the above ac- 
tion Is taken, the commissioners say, 
there must be full consideration of all 
the questions connected therewith, in- 
cluding cost, land required, and of the 
Issue raised by reason of the Don di- 
version. 

Montreal should be made a free port 
on lines laid down, and a branch of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific should be extend- 
ed so as to touch at the most conveni- 
ent point. 

The ports 'nationalized, as suggested, 
should be administered by a board of 
harbor commissioners to be connected 
with the department. 

The improvements advocated by the 
commissioners would cost millions, but 
undoubtedly many of tliem are on the 
right line.

Harbor Improvements. 
Taking up tlie question of harbors, 
the commissioners favor dealing with 
Fort William, Port Arthur and Mission 
River as one harbor. This idea has 
already been adopted by Mr. Hyman, 
and a comprehensive scheme of Im- 
provements on this line is being work- 
ed out. It Is also urged that before the 
shores of tho Kamlnlstiquia river ar 
fully occupied a slip of sufficient width 
on the south side of the river should be 
reserved by tho government, which 
would obviate buying back at consid- 
erable cost for future Improvement 
land which has passed out of the na- 
tional control. The widening of Mis- 
sion river so as to create a turning 
basin for vessels is advocated, and tlie 
immediate extension of Port Arthur 
breakwater. 

Intercolonial Extension. 
Recommendation Is made that the 
Intercolonial railway be extended to 
Depot Harbor, either by acquiring run- 
ning rights over the Canada Atlantic 
or otherwise. In the opinion of the 
commission there should be elevators 
at Midland and Depot Harbor, with a 
storage capacity of nt least ■ 1,000,000 
bushels. These should be provided by 
the railways entering those ports, or, 
falling that, erected by the government 
and tolls charged for their use. With 
respect to the Welland canal route, an 
eastern breakwater Is proposed for the 
protection of Port Colborne. Such a 
work the government have already un- 
der way. also a large elevator. In view 
of the surveys being made by the gov- 
ernment hi the Ottawa and Georgian 
Bay and Welland Canal routes, the 
commission do not feel disposed to of- 
fer any suggestions, but If from com- 
mercial or engineering reasons the 
former work Is not adopted, then the 
Welland canal should be enlarged and 
deepened to the standard of the Sault 
Ste. Mario canal. 

Improvements at Toronto 
The Improvements suggested at To- 
ronto are made conditional upon the

Why Yukon is 
Free From Chinese 



Experiences of Pioneer Oriental 
Gold Miners Discouraged 
AH Others.

Cariboo is full of Chinamen; In Casslar 
they arc ns common us whites and 1 11 - 
atans, and all the placer cnnips of the 
PncMio Coast except those of the Canadian 
liukon contain these clannish Asiatics, 
ivho, sooner or later, from coolie or tyhee, 
remit to the Flowery Kingdom the yellow 
gold they earn In the land, not of their 
adoption, but of their exploitation, says the 
Vancouver World. Even in far-away Fair- 
banks, In Uncle Sam's northern territory, 
two Chinamen, it is reported, spent last 
Reason, nnd these two will as certainly he 
followed by more as the tlr.st two swallows 
are eventually followed by summer. 

Why 1ms the Canadian Yukon hitherto 
been Immune? This Is a question tliat oc- 
casionally occurs to some, hut the major- 
ity of people are too busy to ask If any 
Chinamen are In the Yukon, and even 
those who know there are none arc either 
too much occupied with their own affairs 
to seek a reason or, If tliey ever think of 
It, conclude that the Orientals have not 
yet thought of trying their luck In the 
golden North. 

However, it Is not entirely due to natur- 
al causes or to Chinese apathy that there 
are none of the yellow men in Dawson and 
I lie other Northern camps. That the Can- 
adian Yukon is still purely a white man's 
country; that patient, frugal, opium-smok- 
ing, gambling, tyhee-rldden, industrious, 
Superstitious, shrewd and altogether pecu- 
liar Jonn Chinaman is not washing clothes 
in Whltehorse, gold on the Klondike creeks 
or running stores in Dawson, Is entirely 
due and clearly traceable to the prompt, 
energetic and far-sighted action of a self- 
constituted vigilance committee nnd a 
made-whllc-you-wait mayor, who received 
and turned back the lirst and last hatch 
of coolies who ever got as far ns White- 
horse on the road to the Klondike. 

The story of hew it was done, how tho 
hopes of Victoria's Chinatown were nipped 
In the hud, anil of how the North was 
saved to the white miner, laborer and mer- 
chant, was told to a World reporter by an 
old masher who helped to 'break the'tlrst 
trials through the Yukon snow. 

Chinks Headed Off Klondike 
"There are lots of old time Yukoners 
■whd know bow the Chinks were headed off 
the Klondike," Raid the masher, the sub- 
ject having cropped up in the coarse of 
conversation. "There are men in Vancou- 
ver now who were in White Horse when 
4t happeded. One of them is Jack West, 
who was in business there at that time, 
lie ought to he aide to remember It, be- 
cause we appointed him mayor at live 
minutes' notice and gave him' the Job of 
giving the Chinks the right kind of a sniei 
•He handled It all right, too, nnd that is 
Why there are no Chinamen up there now. 

"You never saw a miner who liked 
Chinamen. The Chinks know this and 
they never go into a new country in large 
numbers.' They know enough to break it 
gently to the miner and get him used to 
seeing a few of them around before they 
crowd In at all. Well, the men wdio made 
t'ne trails In the North and survived it 
were mostly men 1 who had experience and 
knew their own minds. They knew the 
Chinks, too, and they did not 'want them. 

"It was In June, 1002, that the tyhee 
Chinamen In Victoria thought that the 
trulls had been made smooth enough into 
The Yukon to Justify them In sending an 
advance guard of their countrymen Into 
•amps there, and they shipped four up 



staying In Whltehorse; there was no min- 
ing around there, and, while they probably 
were not expecting to be received with 
open arms by the Dawson miners and mer- 
chants, still they did net expect to excite 
so much Interest at the rail head. They* 
expected only an ordinary welcome at 
Whltehorse, but It did not turn out qultt 
that way. If (bey had got to Dawson 
they would have been about as welcome 
there as lu Whltehorse, for the same class 
of people, men who had helped to .break 
the trails Into the wilderness, constituted 
both populations, and none of them had 
any Idea of standing by and seeing Clilna- 
•mea cat them out of the reward of the 
risks and hardships. 

Warm Reception at Whitchorse 
"The 'Chinese' train arrived at 1 o'clock 
In the afternoon, and at ,1 o'clock the citi- 
zens bold a meeting to decide upon the 
best way of getting rid of the Chinks. A 
com ml t lee was appointed to wait upon the 
unwelcome strangers, who had by this 
time found shelter In a tent where they 
Intended to await the arrival of the steam- 
er that was to take them to Dawson the 
next day. At !> o'clock the committee in- 
terviewed the Chinese and informed them 
that: there were no openings for Chinks 
In Dawson, it was explained to them that 
t Ho Dawson people did not. want them, bat 
■beyond saying that they did not savvy, 
they made no comment on the informa- 
tion. As there were no trains going to 
Skagway that night the matter rested un- 
til morning, lint when ;> o'clock came and 
tho White Pass limited was ready to pull 
out for Skagway, tile four Bowers of Vic- 
toria's Chinatown were not ready to leave. 
They persisted lu their intention to go to 
Dawson and wash clothes. The committee 
were now rather up against: It, the Chinks 
having failed to take their advice, hut 
they struck a brilliant Idea and Informed 
the birds of passage that they would have 
to call upon the city council and the 
mayor. Whltehorse was not a city and did 
not nave cither a council or u mayor, but 
something had to -be done, so they were in- 
vented. The limited was pulling out and 
the Chinamen were still in Whltehorse, but 
there was a freight train leaving at 11 
o'clock, and on this nnd the bluff about 
the mayor and council the boys rested their 
faith. Then they went to a man who had 
not been seen -by the Chinks as yet. This 
was .lack West. They told 1dm that lie was 
appointed mayor, gave hlui fall power to 
act, told him to do anything lie liked, that 
it he got hanged It would be his own look- 
out, and then left him to the job with 
their blessing. 

Returned as Froight 
are held at prices which are not much be- 
"Emergency Mayor West went to the 
Chinks and gave them a lot of fatherly ad- 
vice. He told them they would never have 
any friends lu the Yukon territory and that 
it was n good place for them to get out of 
as soon us they got tho chance. lie In- 
formed them that, he was mayor, but did 
not want to have to take any extreme 
measures with theni. He was helped out a 
whole lot by the fact that there were sev- 
eral mounted policemen around, who did 
not Interfere, aad with whom he took care 
to let the Chinks see him associate. The 
police were not taken into the confidence 
i>f the white men and the Chinks did not 
think of appealing to them, On the con- 
trary, they thought when they saw West 
talking to them that he must be the only 
real thing around those parts. 

"After convincing the Chinamen that lie 
was boss around the camp and that It was 
a most unhealthy country for them, the 
mayor of the moment graciously Informed 
the visitors '{hat there was a freight train 
leaving at 11 o'clock and that he could ar- 
range with the company to carry them 
back to Skagway and ship them to Vic- 
toria if they had money for their fares. 
Tue Chinks, who had plenty of cash, plead- 
ed poverty, and the resourceful ' mayor 
then said that rather than see them get 
Into trouble or stay In such serious dan- 
ger, the authorities would put up the 
funds. 

"The merchants of Whltehorse were glad 
to get rid or the Chinks at any price, and 
gladly subscribed the fare. They were 
seen safely, aboard i.iie freight train by 
.Mayor "West In person, and as soon ns the 
train pulled out of sight everybody went 
and had a joyous drink on the surplus of 
the transportation lund. Mayor West's 
health was drunk so often that the day 
dually became n very lively one and fin- 
ished up in a general celebration.

Dr. Hobsoii in a few cordial words 
introduced the speaker, who on rising, 
1 n warm welcome from It is uu- 
Professor Odium remarked that 
most of "those present were cither old- 
time or young-time friends of his. Dr. 
Ltobson was one of the pioneers of the 
province who hud helped to build up the 
moral tibre of the country, ami in years 
pnstj lie bad linen one of the host known 
men in the Dominion, The' professor 
modestly attributed the size of the audi- 
ence to the increasing interest that WUB 
being taken in (he museum; and in a few- 
words he sketched the growth ami pro- 
gress of tin: work of the institute during 
the past few years.

A Globe's Ottawa despatch, dealing 
with the report of the Transportation 
Com mission, says: 

The nationalization of tho leading 
ports of Camada and making them free 
from all charges, save those for dry- 
docks and elevators, is tho most im- 
portant recommendation in the report 
of the Transportation Commission, 
which reached the hands of Hon. Chus. 
Hyman a few days ago. The ports to 
which this applies are: Fort "William, 
Tort Arthur, and Mission River on 
Thunder Day, Depot Harbor, Midland 
Port Colhorne, Kingston, Montreal, 
Quebec, St. John, Halifax, Sydney 
Vancouver Victoria, the Pacific termin- 
us of the Grand Trunk Pacific, and the 
terminus of the Canadian Northern. 

The commission reports hi favor of 
extending the Intercolonial to Georgian 
Bay, which would stimulate the export 
trade from the ports of St. John and 
Halifax. 

Important improvements are sug- 
gested in the harbors of Toronto and 
Montreal. Many of the former have 
already been anticipated by the gov- 
ernment and are unaer way. The Im- 
provements in the case of Toronto de- 
pend upon ceasing to empty sewage 
into the bay and the contemplated di- 
version of the outflow of the Don into 
Ashbridge's Bay. 

The report is a voluminous one, of 
some 1G0 pages, in which the experi- 
enced hand of the late Mr, John Bert- 
rani may be traced. Mr. Robert Re- 
ford Is the only original member of the 
commission who signs the report. Mr. 
Bertram was summoned by by death 
before he could complete the Impaiatant 
work to which he hud placed his hand, 
and Mr. Fry of Quebec, resigned some 
time ago. Associated with Mr. Fwiford 
lu the preparation of the report were 
Messrs. J. H. Ashdown and Bell, secre- 
tary, of Winnipeg. 

Transportation Dealt With. 

The report deals with the whole 
question of transportation from the in- 
ception of wheat shipments to the 
transhipment at the seaboard. First 
of all, the commissioners deal with the 
conditions under which the grain ship- 
ments originate, and point out that if 
proper facilities exist for the carriage 
of the grain from Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta, the same facilities 
will be available for return freights. 
In ordinary seasons there is practically 
no grain from the Canadian West 
which Is not carried to Fort William 
and Port Arthur, the only existing Can- 
adian outlets for export grain. ' Sta- 
tistics are given to show the remark- 
able growth in storage accommodation 
by elevators and warehouses. The 
most striking figures are as follows:

The storage capacity of Interior 
points, 24,456,000, at Fort William, 1S,- 
462.000, net increase in storage capa- 
city since 1900, 28,000,000 bushels. 
There are some four hundred shipping 
points. There were in 1901 29 farmers' 
elevators, with a capacity of 870,000 
bushels. On the 1st of January last 
the 'number had grown to 45, with a 
capacity of 1,320,000 bushels. The 
commissioners commend the legislation 
passed by the government for the pro- 
vision of storage accommodation. They 
apparently have little to recommend in 
the way of added convenience, except 
that they sugest giving the warehouse 
commissioner power to compel railway 
companies to rdo.ee agents temporarily 
at points where none exist and which 
may become shipping centres for the 
time being. 

Buffalo Competition. 
The competition to Canadian routes 
offered by Buffalo received consider- 
able notice. Reference is made to im- 
proved rail facilities between Buffalo 
and United States seaports, and figures 
tire given showing the reduction in 
freights between Duluth and Buffalo 
embodied In the following comparative 



are now owned by the corporation, and 
upon the basins between the piers be- 
ing kept free from sewage. The sug- 
gested improvements are: Entrance to 
the harbor east and west dredged to 
the depth of sixteen feet, channel of 
three hundred feet, to be dredged 
through the harbor, piers between the 
entrance to be extended Into eighteen 
feet of water, shoal at the eastern en- 
trance to be removed, groynes to be 
built at the west end of tho island, 
city piers to be extended and the water 
at the piers to be dredged to a depth 
of sixteen feet. The river Don to 
empty into Ashbridge's Bay Instead of 
Into the harbor. Before tho above ac- 
tion is taken, tho commissioners say, 
there must be full consideration of all 
the questions connected therewith, in- 
cluding cost, land required, and of the 
Issue raised by reason of the Don di- 
version. 

Montreal should be made a free port 
on lines laid down, and a branch of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific should be extend- 
ed so as to touch at the most conveni- 
ent point, 

The ports nationalized, as suggested, 
should be administered by a board of 
harbor commissioners to be connected 
with the department. 

The improvements advocated by the 
commissioners would cost millions, but 
undoubtedly many of them are on the 
right line.

REPORT OF~ SKYLARK. 

Boundary Mine Makes Good Showing 
During Past Year. 

Phoenix, Jan. 211.— The annual meet- 
ing of the Kkylark Development Com- 
pany, Limited, composed almost en- 
tirely of residents of Phoenix, has just 
been held here. The company has 
been steadily operating a high grade 
mine, the Skylark, between Greenwood 
and Phoenix. The operations have 
been attended with gratifying success. 

O. B. .Smith Jr., the manager, gave 
a detailed description of the develop- 
ment, stating that In 190. r > over 1,000 
feet of work was done. The mine is 
developed to the 1G0 foot level, with 
long drifts north and south at this 
and the 76 foot levels. Shipments 
have been maintained steadily, a total 
of 535 dry tons having been shipped 
to the Granby and Nelson smelters, the 
second class ore gokig to tho former. 
The ore runs from $50 to $25 per ton, 
values being largely silver and gold. 

Manager Smith estimates that there 
are about 500 tons of high grade ore 
blocked out and ready for sloping. 
During 1906 it is the intention to 
l sink to another level, a new shaft 
! being practically through from the 150 
foot level to the surface. The directors 
and officers elected for the ensuing 
I year were as follows: 
I President, A. B. W. Hodges; vice 
president. R, H. Boucher, M. D.; sec- 
retary-treasurer, A. B. Hood; man- 
ager, O. H. Smith Jr.; other directors, 
Hi A. Wright, C. D. Hunter and W. S. 
Macy. The company is capitalized 
for $250,000. ntid is practically a close 
corporation, nearly all the shares being 
owned In Phoenix.

Harbor Improvements. 
Taking up the question Of harbors, 
the commissioners favor dealing with 
Fort William, Port Arthur nnd Mission 
River as one harbor. This idea has 
already been adopted by Mr. Hyman, 
and a comprehensive scheme of im- 
provements on this line is being work- 
ed out. It Is also urged that before the 
shores of tho Kamlnlstiquia river aro 
fully occupied a slip of sufficient width 
on the south side of the river should be 
reserved by the government, which 
would obviate buying back at consid- 
erable cost for future Improvement 
land which has passed out of the na- 
tional control. Tho widening of Mis- 
sion river so as to create a turning 
basin for vessels is advocated, and the 
immediate extension of Port Arthur 
breakwater. 

Intercolonial Extension. 
Recommendation is made that the 
Intercolonial railway be extended to 
Depot Harbor, either by acquiring run- 
ning rights over the Canada Atlantic 
or otherwise. In the opinion of the 
commission there should be elevators 
at Midland and Depot Harbor, with a 
storage capacity of at 'least 1,000,000 
bushels. These should be provided by 
the railways entering those ports, or, 
falling that, .erected by the government 
and tolls charged for their use. With 
respect to the Wellahd canal route, an 
eastern breakwater Is proppsed for tho 
protection of Port Colborno. Such a 
work the government have already un- 
der way, also a large elevator, In view 
of the surveys being made by the gov- 
ernment In the Ottawa and Georgian 
Bay and Welland Canal routes, the 
commission do not feel disposed to of- 
fer any suggestions, but If from com- 
mercial or engineering reasons tho 
former work Is not adopted, then the 
Welland canal should be enlarged and 
deepened to the standard of the Kault 
Ste. Marie canal. 

Improvements at Toronto 
The improvements suggested at To- 
ronto are made conditional upon the 
city handing over to the government 
lands on the waterfront of the harbor, 
including water lots and hinds recently 
acquired in connection therewith, to- 
gether with such piers aud docks us

Ar Aadress by ^ Hays Be- 
fore the Canadian 
Club, 



Statements Illustrating Peculiar- 
il.es of Transportation 
Business, 



Mr. 0. XI. Hays, 011 arising to address 
the club, was greeted with enthusiastic 
applause, which was frequently renewed 
during the progress or his remarks. lie 
.said: — .Mr. Chairman and gentlemen "I' 
the Canadian Club, — In my uncertainty 
us to just whal I was expected to nay 
in you tonight you can imagine my per- 
turbation when one of my friends with 
whom I have been associated today 
.said: "I think the only thing that will 
interest the Canadian Club tonight is 
town lots along the line of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. (Laughter." That put 
me in u very awkward position. 1 think 
a little less than :i year ago L met the 
members of a somewhat similar club in 
-Montreal, anil 1 had gone to the trouble 
of having a map prepared, which wn« 
hung on the wall, by which everyone 
could see just exactly when 1 Hie road 
was going, and could make his own 
.selection of town sites ami terminals to 
suit himself. (Laughter. I Shortlj 
after the map had been displayed it 
had disappeared. (Laughter.) Sinn' 
then I have lost all track of the ques- 
tion, and 1 am sorry that Toronto — this 
its the only instance I have ever known 
it to occur — Toronto comes in just a lit- 
tle late on the town site proposition. 
(Laughter.) 1 was beginning to feel 
very much at a loss as to what 1 should 
do when 1 tVtts told that; your habit n* 
these club meetings was to have a shot ' 
speech, and thai the speaker was ncv. . 
contradicted; that he could make his 
own statement without any fear o£ 
challenge, and that you generally broke 
Up at a very reasonable hour in the 
evening. 

! feel quite sure that, while in the 
large and representative gathering I 
have the pleasure of addressing tonight 
there are many of you who are what 
might be termed specialists in banking 
in insurance, in mercantile, and in all 
the many and varied "ursiiils that go 
to make up a great and prosperous city 
like Toronto, there are very few of you 
who are not. prepared to tell me how I 
cun run a railroad, and give me points 
in directions that have hitherto escaped 
my notice, (Laughter.) 

Not in a Satii'ical Vein, 
1 Gentlemen, this is nol said in a 
satirical vein, nor in n complaining hu- 
mor: it is merely a stntenifilil illus- 
trative of that peculiarity of the trans- 
portation business that distinguishes it 
from almost every other business licit 
Wo know of. So largely does the ques- 
tion of the cost of transportation en- 
ter into your cost of living, of where 
you shall live, and what you shall wear 
thai it is not strange there is scarcely 
an individual in business life hut what 
has his own views and ideas to express 
in regard to the proper conduct and 
operation of a railway. I am not, 
therefore, surprised to meet from time 
to time — and sometimes several times a 



day — people who give mo suggestions 
that are intended to assist — and they 
do at times assist — in the conduct of 
the property over which I have the hon- 
or tn preside. 

There are usually hut two directions 
in which conmlaints ns to railways exist. 
Tlies nre: First, a complaint as to the 
character of the facilities afforded — 
you want more trains, faster trains, 
more sidings, more box ears, better 
stations The second complaint is as 
to the rates in Council'.* they are al- 
leged to be excessive, discriminatory, 
and to result in building up one com- 
munity against another. Unfortunately 
for the unhappy manager to attempt 
to reconcile these two complaints is but 
to cut short what would be otherwise be 
a happy life. (Laughter.) 

Complaints of Opposite Nature. 

The first of these .complaints means, 
as yen may readily understand, more ex- 
penditure in every direction; it means 
that either out of tin; daily receipts from 
the operation of tin; road or out of the 
funds obtained by selling the securities 
of the road this expenditure shall be 
mot, anil thereupon there shall lie an ef- 
fort made to earn the annual charges. 

The second complaint invariably takes 
a form which is the very opposite— a 
decrease in the revenues and a cutting 
down of the very means requisite to 
meet the demands' of the first complnint. 
Now. 11s to I he first — thu service render- 
ed and the facilities afforded. 

1 think 1 speak for the great majority 
of the railway managers, officials, and 
employees also when I sav that if you 
want to get "next" to the railroad man. 
if you want to warm the cockles of his 
heart, and make him think he is a great 
Vailway man. just tell him how much 
better his road is doing what they are 
al templing to do than (ho competing 
road is. (Laughter.) Just tell him how 
much taster his trains are, how aliso- 
utoly certain they are as to their regu- 
larity of arrival at the terminals, with 
waul luxurious comforts you travel in 
Ins sleeping ears, how commodious ami 
ornamental to the city (he station al 
which the train slop is. Therefore, 
yon have in that very self-pride, that 
pride of emulation, (he strongest incen- 
tive there can be to the railway man- 
agement to do the host they can for 
you: that even with all the criticism 
railways have to meet, and (bat some- 
times they are entitled to— I have 
known instances in connection even 
with the road over which I preside where 
there was really fair reason for criti- 
cism. (La lighten*.) LV01., gentfoinen, 
with all that can he said in that direc- 
tion. I can yet assert— and assert it 
positively without fear of contradiction 
—that in a life of a little less than 
seventy-live years the railway companies 
of this continent have given you the 
cheapest transportation in the world. 
Canada Enjoys Cheap Rates. 

No other country enjoys anywhere 
near what the citizens of this country 
are gelling in the way of transportation 
and its cost, li means that you arc 
paying about one-third what you would 
pay if you lived n England, the rate, 
from Mich statistics as wc can got, being 
approximately two cents and two mills 
per ton mile. You are paving a little 
jess than one-half what you would pav 
if you lived in Germany, the rate there 
being one cent and live mills per ton 
mile, 'ion are paying about one-half 
what you would pay if you lived in 
1' ranee, the rate there being 1.4 cents 
per Ion mile, while your average rate is 
and I say it with regret as a railway 
manager— (laughter)— seVen mills. ; So 
that in the matter of cost (hero can be 
no real good complaint made.- -.- .' - 

Mr. liays took up the character of 
the service ami observed 'that railway 
managers sometimes get the credit of 
being as heartless as anyone living. 
They are nil shocked at (he terrible 
accidents which sometimes occurred. 
The impression went abroad that they 
were reckless of life and 110 proper pre- 
cautions were taken. 'I'lie- records of the 
accident insurance companies showed 
(hat of the total number of accidents 
occurring 28 |, er cent< 0Ct . U rred t() ,, e j. 
estnans, 18 per cent, to people at their 
own homes, IS per cent, in connection 
with the use of vehicles ami animals, 
and only live per cent, in connection 
with the operation of railways. If they 
thought of the numberless trains thai left 
their terminii daily ami reached their 
destination safely, and multiplied that 
'by the number of employees on the road 
■over which they pass, any one of whom 
could cause an accident, (hey could 
justify (he comparison often made that i 
more people are killed by falling out of 
windows than by railway trains. The' 
only requisite in connection with railway I 
improvements was that the company 
earn (he interest on the money in- 
vested. 

Abolishing Grade Crossings. 

Take, for instance, the question of 
the abolition of grade crossings in Tor- 
onto."! betray no confidence," said 
Mr. Hays, "when I say (hat the Grand 
Trunk is quite prepared and would like 
very much to abolish the grade cross- 
ings in Toronto, but it cannot do it all: 
nor is there, from the Grand Trunk 
standpoint, any reason why it should do 
it at all. but it stands ready to do its fair 
share of it. (Applause.) The aboli- 
tion of grade crossings contributes no- 
thing to the earning capacity of the 
Grand Trunk, but it is in an earnest of 
the desire of the officers of the road to 
do away with those accidents that oc- 
cur, and wii! always occur, notwith- 
standing every precaution, where the 

| highway crosses the railway on the 

I level. 

We are trying with some small degree 
| of success (o reach a point where we 
; may eventually give- you a new union 
'station for Toronto. (Laughter and 
applause.) There are reasons, gentle- 
| men, which 1 dn not feel al liberty to 
■ stale, why we have not yet got po'sses- 
I sinn of all the property (hat we should 
have to commence the erection of (hat 
station. 'But I think I may say thai 
these reasons are not because we have 
been unwiling to pay what the property 
is worth, based on the value of sur- 
rounding property. Of course, railway 
companies have that most estimable pri- 
vilege, the right of eminent domain, 
which practically means that they may 
pay three or four times what anyone 
else would pay. (Laughter.) 

Waterways as Rate-regulators. 
. As to the question of rates, to which 
hi! next referred. Mr. Hays said he knew 
of no '.011 11 try in the world that is so 
wonderful} - endowed with those means 
of regulating railways which it was 
possible the railways might forego if 
they could — the waterways — stretching 
from the gulf to the interior of Canada, 
open seven months of the year and fix- 
ing the maximum rates at which the 
railways can do business, and for the re- 
maining five mouths affecting the rates 
so that, traffic will not be hold until navi- 
gation opens up again. 

The community is, therefore, amply 
protected in the matter of railway rates. 
Mr. Hays went on. lint aside from 
this protection, the railway manager has 
very little to say about the question of 
lates. 'The railways arc in a position 
where not only by reason of the water- 
ways, as 1 have mentioned, but by 
reason of the struggle for competi- 
tive positions between the cities that 
they serve, they arc always in a posi- 
tion of uncertainty as to (heir rales. 
The struggle for commercial supremacy, 
the question us to what port shall hand- 
le the largest amount of the export tra- 
ffic, and the question of the equalization 
and adjustment of those rates through 



those ports keeps them on a constantly 
descending scale. , 
Adjustment is Always Downwards. 

The struggle between the importer 
and the manufacturer; who is bringing 
in his raw materia! — a Ad the same 
struggle is happening in another direc- 
tion, in the shipping out of their manu- 
factured goods, and the difference that 
shall exist between raw and manufac- 
tured material — keeps the rates in 11 
constant stale of adjustment. And they 
always adjust down wards, at least 
that has been our experience. (Ap- 
plause and laughter.) 

In the United States, and Mr. Hays 
said bo mentioned the United States 
because f the fact that what the rail- 
ways do in I lie United States is con- 
stantly brought forth as argument why 
railways in Canada should do the same 
thing, (his question of regulation of 
railways assumed a very active phase 
some twenty-live years ago, and re- 
sulted as they all knew who followed 
such things, in the passage of the in- 
terstate commerce law, which took ef- 
fect in 1887. This law was the result 
of inquiries held by commissions from 
the House of Representatives and from 
the Semite, and the eliciting of testi- 
mony from shippers all over the conn- 
try, and from the railroad men them- 
selves. The object of this law was: 
(11 to abolish (he pool; (L'l tin; regu- 
lation of the shorl haul; (,'!.l the aboli- 
tion of rebates. The fact that the num- 
ber of legal delusions, upon appeal, in 
favor of the commission, has been not 
greater than could be counted on the 
lingers of both hands, the speaker re- 
garded as conclusive proof that the rail- 
ways were attempting to do business 
at a fair rale. The Slate Commissions, 
which started in viciously against the 
railways, found that t tic majority of 
Complaints were in regard to facilities 
lather than to rates, so that there was 
little evidence that the railways were 
previously exacting an exorbitant rate. 
Struggle Over Rates Continuous. 

Ii is our intention, our desire, to 
do what we can to build up (he t rattle 
of the country, said Mr. Hays, who 
went on to point out that the struggle 
with regard to rales will always go 
on. the conditions changing with the 
growth of (he country, and the only 
question be commended to his hearers' 
consideration was "Are the' regulations, 
the conditions, the restrictions, (hat 
may be necessary in connection with 
the operation of 220,000 mile* of rail- 
way serving a community of 80,000,000 
people, the rales ami regulations that 
you think should apply to 20,000 miles 
of railway serving a population of 
0,000,000?" lie asked them to eon- 
sider this question, because, admitting 
that there may hi? irregularities, dis- 
criminations, errors, to he corrected, 
(hat have grown up with (his wonder- 
ful development, we have reached that 
point when we arc just on (he threshold 
of what all hoped would be the greatest 
railway development Canada has ever 
had. (Applause.) lie urged that while 
railways should be regulated like any 
other business, there should be no dis- 
! criminatory regulations against railways 
simply because they are railways and 
conic into contact with a greater number 
of people that any other commercial 
undertaking. 

Develop. Waterways and Ocean Ports 

In connection with (he development 
of i he wheat tields of the west would 
come apparently (he greatest railway 
and commercial growth of the country. 
If he were to make any suggestion as 
to how that development could be aid- 
ed, he would say it would he in the 
development jointly of (he railways and 
natural waterways. lie was not an 
enemy of the canals, they had passed 
their most ustful days, and would al- 
ways do good work for the country, 
but the time they would serve' any 
other purpose than the movement of 
large hulk freight is past. As n busi- 
ness proposition he suggested that any 
expenditure by (he government that 
was to he made should he in the direc- 
tion in which the quickest returns 
would be obtained — on the great water- 
ways that never needed deepening or 
widening— (he wonderful lake system 
connecting the enstern with the 'west- 
em part of Canada; in the enlarging 
of the facilities at Port Arthur and 
Fort William to equal those at Duluth; 
the provision at Lake Huron and Geor- 
gian Buy ports of facilities equally ade- 
quate with those at Buffalo, Erie ami 
Cleveland. Let the railways furnish 
the tracks leading to these ports, and 
I hey would soon need double tracks (o 
handle the truffle lie would go fur- 
ther, nnd say (hat the ocean ports of 
Montreal, Quebec, Halifax and St. 
John should all be nationalized lo af- 
ford an open way for the exportation 
of Canada's products. 

When the Canadian Northwest had 
reached its greatest development it 
would no longer be n question of which 
port; it would be a question of what, 
port, because the facilities would be ho 
utilized, they would lie so occupied, that 
it would be necessary lo hold (he traffic 
back from those ports, and hold it for 
days, unless some early action is taken 
in the development of them. (Ap- 
plause.) 

The Lake Superior Line. 

.Now. I have heard it said, continued 
the speaker, "tlmt Mr. Hays favored 



the lakes, and had no use for the line to 
the north of Lake Superior. Gentlemen, 
that would be 11 very great mistake from 
a business standpoint if I ever for 11 mo- 
ment had such an idea. The waterways 
will always command the largo percen- 
age of grain dining the seusou of navi- 
gation, but jus! as there has been from 
Chicago by rail, so still (here will bo 
from the Canadian Northwest an ever- 
Inorensi volume of trade going by 
rail after (he lakes have closed, and 
what yon need to get that tratlic by rail 
is easy grades and directness of line. 
Then ir there is liny province interested 
in that portion of the undertaking it is 
Ontario, which tor years must' be the 
manufacturing centre for Canada for all 
that rapidly-glowing territory of the 
Northwest iu the two now provinces, 
where labor will he too expensive to 
start manufactures, and where you must 
ship the furniture, the reapers, the har- 
vesters, thrashers, boots and shoes, dry 
goods and everything that the settler 
needs. Ontario must have not only 
water connection, ht'.t the best of rail 
connection the year round to the Cana- 
dian North wesl. (Applause.) 

Mr. Hays in concluding sair he be- 
lieved he could leave the future in the 
hands of his hearers. Such discussions, 
lie believed, wore for their mutual ad- 
vantage. Uemenibering (hat. the great 
bulk of (he money invested in ojh'r rail- 
ways was foreign capital, it would be 
most unwise lo do anything that would 
injure the high credit now enjoyed by 
Canada in England, 

When Mr. Hays resumed* ;lils seal 
there was a long outburst of hearty ap- 
puiuse. President Peacock tendered the 
thanks of (he club, and after a couple 
proceedings terminated, 
of songs bv Mr. Prank Bemrose the

Alexander (iraliain Bell thinks he is 
a step nearer the .attainment of bis 
ambition to perfect a Hying nincli'UO 
based on the tctrahcdral kite princi- 
ple. He lias been experimenting in this 
direction for several years 011 bis esta'.o 
i of Boinn I'.hrough. Cape Breton. On 
I Wednesday he succeeded in gelling hw 
latest designed kite, which he has 
named the Frost King, to lift a um-J 
named Ncill MeDearniid. weighing ll'o 
I pounds to a height of thirty feet ami 
support him there us steadily as if glue] 
to the sky.

Many of our readers have doubtless al- 
ready 'seen in the Canadian Magazine for 
January the tribute paid by tho Hon. Mr. 
Justice Cm-ran to the memory of his re- 
vered colleague and leader of 11 day that 
Is gone, Sir John Thompson. The lies 
Unit bound the judge to the stutesman 
whoso sudden loss was so signally mourn- 
ed, not only by Canada hut by tho Um- 
pire, were of no common kind, and the de- 
votion of the survivor has round adequate 
expression in these " Reminiscences."

Sir 
John then mentioned that 11 leading Metho- 
dist gentleman had written lit 111 a letter of 
sympathy which lie prized very highly, 
and that In reply he line] set forth In a few 
lines his answer to the charges made 
against Mm. After Sir John's death, I 
had, Hie good fortune lo secure a copy of 
the letter In confidence.

An Address by C. M. Hays Be- 
fore the Canadian 
Club. 



Statements Illustrating Peculiar- 
It es of Transportation 
Business. 



Mr. C. M. Hays, mi arising to address 
the club, was greeted with enthusiastic 
applause, which was frequently renewed 
{(tiring the progress of his remarks. He 
said: — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of 
the Canadian Club, — In my uncertainty 
as lo just, what I was expected to Bay 
ti> you tonight yen can imagine my per- 
turbation when one of my friends with 
whom I have been associated t"duy 
said: "I think the only thing that will 
interest the Canadian Club tonight is 
town lots along the line of the Grand 
, Trunk Pacific. " (Laughter." That put 
me in a very awkward position. 1 think 
a little less than a yea;' ago 1 met the 
members of a somewhat similar club. in 
Montreal, and 1 had -one 10 the trouble 
of having a map prepared, which wa« 
hung on the wall, by which everyone 
could see just exactly where the road 
was going, and could make his own 
selection of town sites and terminals 1o 
suit himself. (Laughter.) Shortly 
after the map had been displayed it 
hail disappeared- (Laughter.) Since 
then 1 have lost all track of the ques- 
tion, and 1 am sorry thai Toronto — this 
ir< the only instance 1 have ever known 
it to OCCIir — Toronto comes in just a lit- 
tle late on the town site proposition. 
(Laughter.) I was beginning to feel 
very much at a loss as to what 1 should 
do when I was told that your habit, at 
these club meetings was to have a short 
speech, and that the speaker was never 
contradicted; flint be could make his 
own statement without any fear of 
challenge, ami that you generally broke 
up at a very reasonable hour in the 
evening. 

]' feel quite sure thai, while in the 
large and representative gathering 1 
have the pleasure of addressing tonight 
there are many of you who are what 
might be termed specialists in banking 
in insurance, in mercantile, and in all 
the many and varied ntirsuits that go 
to make up a great and prosperous city 
like Toronto, there arc very few of you 
who are not prepared to tell me how I 
ctin run a railroad, and give me points 
in directions that, have hitherto escaped 
my notice, (La lighter. 1 

Not in a Satirical Vein. 
I Ocntlemen, this is not said in a 
satirical vein, nor in a complaining hu- 
mor; it is merely a statement illus- 
trative of that peculiarity of the trans- 
portation business that distinguishes it 
from almost every other business that 
we know of. So largely docs the ques- 
tion of the cost of transportation en- 
ter into your cost of living, of where 
.vmi shall live, and what yon shall wear 
that it is not strange there is scarcely 
an individual in business life but what 
has his own views ami ideas to express 
in regard to the proper conduct ami 
operation of a railway. 1 am not, 
therefore, surprised to meet from time 
to time — ami sometimes several times a 



day — people who give me suggestions 
that are- intended to assist — and they 
do at times assist — in the conduct of 
the property over which 1 have the hon- 
or to preside. 

There are usually but (wo directions 
In which coinnlaints as to railways exist. 
These are: First, a complaint as to the 
character of the facilities afforded — 
you want mure trains, faster trains, 
more sidings, more box ears, belter 
stations The second complaint is as 
to the rates in Canndi" they are al- 
leged to he excessive, discriminatory, 
ant] lo result in building up one com- 
munity against another. Unfortunately 
for the unhappy manager to attempt 
to reconcile these two complaints is but 
to cut short what would be otherwise be 
a happy life. (Laughter. 1 

Complaints of Opposite Nature. 

The first of these complaints means, 
as you may readily understand, more ex- 
penditure in every direction; it means 
that either out of the daily receipts from 
the operation of the road or out of the 
funds obtained by selling the securities 
of the road this expenditure shall lie 
met, and thereupon there shall bo an ef- 
fort made to earn the annual charges. 

The second complaint invariably takes 
a form which is the very opposite — a 
decrease in the revenues and a cutting 
down of the very means requisite to 
meet the demands of the first complaint. 
Xow, as (o the first — the service render- 
ed and the facilities afforded. 

I think I speak for the great majority 
of the railway managers, officials, and 
employees aiso when I say that if you 
want, to get "next" to the railroad man. 
it you want to warm the cockles of his 
heart, and make him think ho is a great 
railway man, just tell him how much 
better his road is doing what thev are 
attempting to do than the competing 
road is. (Laughter.) Just tell him how 
much faster his trains are, how abso- 
lutely certain they are as to their regu- 
larity of arrival at the terminals, with 
what luxurious comforts you travel in 
his sleeping cars, how commodious and 
ornaiuont.il to the city the station at 
which the train stop is. Therefore, 
you have in that very self-pride, that 
■pride of emulation, the strongest incen- 
tive there can be to the railway man- 
agement to do the best they can for 
you; that even witii all the criticism 
railways have to meet, and that some- 
times they are entitled to— I have 
known instances in connection even 
with the road over which I preside where 
there was really fair reason for criti- 
cism. (Laughter.) Ep-en, gentbnnen. 
with all that can he said in that direc- 
tion, I can yet assert — and assert it 
positively without fear of contradiction 
— that in a life of a little less than 
seventy-live years the railway companies 
of this continent have given you the 
cheapest transportation in the world. 
Canada Enjoys Cheap Rates. 

No other country enjoys anywhere 
near what the citizens of this country 
are getting in the way of transportation 
and its cost. It nieaiiM that you are 
paying about one-third what you would 
pay if you lived n Eugland, the rate, 
from such statistics as we can get, being 
approximately two cents and two mills 
per ton mile. You are paying a little 
less than one-half what you would pay 
if you lived in Germany, the rate there 
being one cent and live mills per ton 
mile, "ion are paying about one-half 
what you would pay if you lived in 
France, the rate there being 1.4 cents 
per ton mile, while your average rate is 
nnd I say it with regret as a railway 
manager— (laughter) — seven'' mills.- So 
that in the matter of cost there can he 
110 real jiood complaint made. 

Mr. Hays , took up the. character jot 
the service and observed that railway 
managers sometimes get the ' credit of 
■being as heartless as anyone living. 
They are all shocked at the terrible 
accidents which sometimes occurred. 
The impression went abroad that they 
were reckless of life and no proper pre- 
cautions were taken. The- records of the 
accident insurance companies showed 
that of the total number of accidents 
occurring 28 per cent, occurred to ped- 
estrians, IS per cent, to people at their 
own homes, 18 per cent, in connection 
with the use of vehicles and animals, 
and only live per cent, in connection 
with the operation of railways. If they 
thought: of the numberless trains that left 
tlicir termini! daily and reached their 
destination safely, and multiplied that 
by the number of employees on the road 
■over which they pass, any one of whom 
could cause an accident, they could 
justify the comparison often made that 
more people are killed by falling out of 
windows than by railway trains. The 
only requisite in connection with railway 
improvements was that the company 
earn the interest on the money in- 
vested. 

Abolishing Grade Crossings. 

Take, for instance, the question of 
: the abolition of grade crossings in Tor- 
I onto,''I betray no confidence," said 
• Mr. Hays, "when I say that the f'Jrnnd 
Trunk is quite prepared and would like 
i very much to abolish the grade cross- 
ings in Toronto, but it cannot do it all: 
nor is there, from the Grand Trunk 
: standpoint, any reason why it should do 
I it at all, but it stands ready to do its fair 
j share of it. (Applause. I The aboli- 
tion of grade crossings contributes 110- 
j thiii!. - to the earning capacity of the 
•Grand Trunk, but it: is in an earnest of 
} tho desire of the officers of the road to 
do away witii those accidents that oc- 
cur, and will always occur, notwith- 
standing every precaution, where the 
, highway crosses the railway on the 
i level. 

We are dying with some small degree 
of success to reach a point where we 
i may eventually give you a new union 
station for Toronto. (Laughter and 
i applause. 1 There are reasons, gentle- 
1 men. which 1 do not feel at liberty to 
! state, why we have not yet got possos- 
| sion of all the properly that we should 
have to commence the erection of that 
station, lint I think I may say that 
these reasons are not because we have 
been unwiliiig lo pay what the property 
is worth, based on the value of sur- 
rounding properly. Of course, railway 
companies have that most estimable pri- 
vilege, the right of eminent domain, 
which practically means that they may 
pay three or four times what anyone 
else would pay. (Laughter.) 

Waterways as Rate-regulators. 
As to the question of rates, to which 
be next referred, Mr. Mays said he knew 
of no country in the world thai is so 
wonderfuly endowed with thn.se means 
of regulating railways which il was 
possible the railways might forego if 
they could — the waterways — stretching 
from the gulf to the interior of Canada, 
open seven months of the year and fix- 
ing the maximum rates at: which the 
railways can do business, and for the re- 
maining five mouths affecting tl.e rates 
so that traffic will not. be held until navi- 
gation opens up again, 

The community Is, therefore, amply 
protected in the matter of railway rates, 
Mr. Hays went on. But: aside from 
this protection, the railway manager 1ms 
very little to say about the question of 
rates. The railways are in a position 
where not only by reason of the water- 
ways, as I have mentioned, but by 
reason of the struggle for competi- 
tive positions between the cities that 
they serve, they are always in a posi- 
tion of uncertainly as to their rates. 
The struggle for commercial supremacy, 
the question as to what port shall hand- 
le the largest amount of the export tru- 
ffle, and the question of the equalization 
and adjustment of these rates through 



those ports keeps them on a constantly 
descending scale. 

Adjustment is Always Downwards. 

The struggle between the importer 
and the manufacturer, who is bringing 
in his raw material — and the. same 
struggle is happening in another direc- 
tion, in the shipping out of their manu- 
factured goods, and the difference that 
shall exist between raw and manufac- 
tured material — keeps the rates in n 
constant state of adjustment. And they 
always adjust downwards; at least 
that has been our experience. (Ap- 
l)lauso and laughter.) 

In the United States, and Mr. Hays 
said he mentioned the United States 
because of the fact that what the rail- 
ways do in the United States is con- 
stantly brought forth as argument why 
railways in Camilla should do the same 
thing, this question of regulation of 
railways assumed a very active, phase 
some twenty-live years ago, and re- 
sulted as they all knew wiio followed 
such things, in the passage of the in- 
terstate commerce law, which took ef- 
fect iii 1887. This law was the result 
of inquiries held by commissions from 
the House of Representatives and from 
the Senate, and tho eliciting of testi- 
mony from shippers all over the coun- 
try, and from the railroad men them- 
selves. The object of this law was: 
(1) to abolish the pool: (2| the regu- 
lation of the short haul; (3) the aboli- 
tion of rebates. The fact that the num- 
ber of legal decisions, upon appeal, in 
furor of the commission, has been not 
greater than could be counted on the 
lingers of both hands, the speaker re- 
garded as conclusive proof that the rail- 
ways were attempting to do business 
at a fair rate. The State Commissions, 
which started in viciously against the 
railways, found that the majority of 
complaints were in regard to facilities 
rather than to rates, so that there was 
little evidence that the railways were 
previously exacting an exorbitant rate. 
Struggle Over Rates Continuous. 

it is our intention, our desire, to 
do what, we can to build up the traffic 
of the country, said Mr. Hays, who 
went on to point out that the struggle 
with regard to rates will always go 
on, tho conditions changing with the 
growth of the country, and the only 
question he commended to his hearers' 
consideration was "Are t lie regulations, 
the conditions, the restrictions, that 
may be necessary in connection witii 
the operation of 220,000 miles of rail- 
way serving a community of 80,000,000 
people, the rates and regulations that 
.>ou think should apply to 20,000 miles 
of railway serving a population of 
0,000,000V" He asked them to con- 
sider this question, because, admitting 
that there may be irregularities, dis- 
criminations, errors, to lie corrected, 
that have grown up with this wonder- 
ful development, we have reached that 
point when we are just on the threshold 
of what all hoped would he the greatest 
railway development Canada has ever 
had. (Applause.) He urged that while 
railways should be regulated like any 
other business, there should be 110 dis- 
criminatory regulations against railways 
simply because, they are railways and 
come into contact with a greater number 
of people that any other commercial 
undertaking. 

Develop Waterways and Ocean Ports 

Jn connection with the development 
of the wheat fields of the west would 
come apparently the greatest railway 
and commercial growth of the country-. 
If he were to make tiny suggestion as 
to how that development could be aid- 
ed, he would say it would he in the 
development jointly of the railways and 
natural waterways. He was not an 
enemy of the canals, they had passed 
their most ustful days, and would al- 
ways do good work for the country, 
but the time they would serve any 
other purpose than the movement of 
large hulk freight is past. As a busi- 
ness proposition lie suggested that any 
expenditure by the government that 
was to be made should be in the direc- 
tion in which the quickest returns 
would be obtained — on the great water- 
ways that never needed deepening or 
j widening — the wonderful lake system 
connecting the eastern with the west- 
ern part of Canada; in the enlarging 
! of the facilities at Port Arthur and 
J Fort William to equal those at Duluth; 
the provision at Lake Huron and Geor- 
gian Bay ports of facilities equally ade- 
' nuate with those at Buffalo, Erie and 
I Cleveland. Let the railways furnish 
j the tracks leading to the.se ports, and 
they would soon need double tracks to 
I handle the traffic. He would go fur- 
ther, and say that the ocean ports of 
Montreal, Quebec, Halifax and St. 
John should all lie nationalized to af- 
ford an open way for the exportation 
of Canada's products. 

When the Canadian Northwest had 
reached its greatest development it 
would no longer be a question of which 
I port; it would be a question of what 
j port, because the facilities would be so 
utilized, they would he so occupied, Unit 
it would be necessary to hold the traffic 
[ back from those ports, and hold it for 
days, unless some early action is taken 
in the development of them. (Ap- 
plause.) 

The Lake Superior Line. 

Xow, 1 have heard it said, continued 
the speaker, "that Mr. Hays favored

the lakes, and had no use for the line to 
the north of Lake Superior. Gentlemen, 
that would be a very great mistake from 
a business standpoint if I ever for a mo- 
ment had such an idea. The waterways 
will always command the large percen- 
age of grain during the season of. navi- 
gation, but just as there has been from 
Chicago by rail, so still there will lie 
from the Canadian Northwest an ever- 
increasing volume of trade going by 
rail after the lakes have closed, anil 
what you need to get that traffic by rail 
is eas'v grades and directness of line. 
Then if there is any province interested 
in that portion of the undertaking it is 
Ontario, which for yeans must: be the 
manufacturing centre for Canada for all 
that rapidly-growing territory of the 
Northwest: in the two now provinces, 
where labor will lie too expensive to 
start manufactures, and where you must 
ship the furniture, the reapers, the har- 
vesters, thrashers, boots and shoes, dry 
goods and everything that the settlor 
needs. Ontario must have not only 
water connection, but the best of rail 
connection the year round to the Cana- 
dian Northwest. (Applause.) 

Mr. Hays in concluding sair lu> be- 
lieved he could leave the future in the 
hands of his hearers. Such discussions, 
he believed, were for their mutual ' ad- 
vantage. Remembering that, the great 
bulk of the money invested in our rail- 
ways was foreign capital, it would ho 
most unwise to do anything that would 
injure the high credit now enjoyed by 
Canada in England.

NOTED INVENTOR AND H1TE KITE 




MADAM'S AE.7S/AJL A^W^7^CyP 

Alexander Graham Bell thinks he is 
a step nearer the attainment of his 
ambition to perfect a Hying mach'ne 
based on the tctrahcdral kite princi- 
ple. He has been experimenting in tins 
direction for several years on his csta'.e 
of Beiuti Bhroughli Cape P.retuti.- On 
Wednesday he succeeded 111 getting lnS 
latest designed kite. which he has 
named the Frost King, to lift a mtui 
named Neill MeDearmid, weighing 16,1 
pounds to a height of thirty feet and 
support him there as steadily as if glue! 
to the sky. . 

This kite, which is named 111 honor 
of Walter Archer Frost, of Keenan, 
Wis., was first floy/n 011 the day of thai 
voung man's marriage', recently to Miss 
Susan Winifred AtcCm-dy. Mr. Bell s 
private secretary, and on that occasion 
it held a man oil I lie rope, but only live 
feet from the ground and at the end of 
a Hying line. 

The kite, which is constructed of 1,- 
300 It trah edral cells, having a total area 
of 752 square feet of silk, making a 

gupportins surface of l-lll square feel, 
carried aloft not only its own weight of 
sixtv-one pounds, but also a load com- 
prising Hying lines, dangling ropes and 
a rope ladder, making sixty-two pounds 
more witii MeDearniid. making a total 
altogether of 'JSS pounds. 

AIcIK urinhl clung lo the Hying line 
close to the kite as he was lifted grace- 
fully into the air. There he remained 
for' several minutes until satisfactory 
photographs were taken of the kite, 



Which was for the entire time under 
perfect control. 

Us descent, was as graceful as its as- 
cent slow and steady, and it alighted 
gently upon the ground, without per- 
ceptible damage 10 any of its-- fragile 
cells While not the largest tetrahedral 
kite 'to be successfully launched at 
Ileinn Iihrc-agli it is the largest that has 
supported itself at such an altitude and 
carried such weight. 

Professor Bell left for Washington 
greatly pleased witii the result of tho 
experiment, and convinced that he hail 
passed another' mile stone on the road 
toward complete success in his attempt 
t,, solve the problem ofacrial naviga- 
tion witii bodies heavier than the air. 



AN HONORED MEMORY.

QIauy of our readers have doubtless al- 
ready seen In the Canadian Magazine for 
January the tribute paid by Hie Hon. Mr- 
Justice' Curraii to the memory of hl.s re- 
vered colleague ami leader of a day that 
is gone, Sir John Thompson. The lies 
that bound the Judge to the statesman 
whose sadden loss was so signally mourn- 
ed, not only by Canada hut by the Em- 
pire, were of no common kind, and the de- 
votion of the survivor has found adequate 
expression in these "Reminiscences. 
.Indue Outran has covered brletly the story 
with which we arc familiar a story with 
which he does not now deal for the first 
time. But he has enriched It by corre- 
spondence which, while bearing witness to 
the public services of his illustrious friend, 
has also shed a gracious light on 11 char- 
acter of rare beauty, purity of motive and 
tenderness of bean. Thero was a moment 
in sir John Thompson's career whoa he 
was pitilessly assailed In relation to mat- 
ters that concerned his soul's peace and 
Ids most, profound convictions. On that 
occasion the statesman held a silence 
which did mil lessen the sympathy of his 
many friends of every creed; and what we 
consider of central Interest In these "Rem- 
iniscences" Is a letter written In thai hour 
of trial to a sympathizing member of the 
assailant's eommulllon. "One day," re- 
calls Judge Currnn, "the writer of these 
reminiscences speaking with hini, remark- 
ed that his friends were pleased that he 
had made no reply 10 the violent attacks 
to which he had been subjected. Sir 
John then mentioned that a leading Metho- 
dist gentleman had written liliu a letter of 
sympathy which he prized very highly, 
anil that' In reply he bad scf forth in a few 
lines his answer to I lie charges made 
against him. After Sir John's death, 1 
had the good fortune in secure a copy of 

the letter In eonfld -c. The assailed and 

the assailant being now dead, as well as 
the gentleman wno was tin- recipient of 
the letter, I feel at liberty to give as much 
of It here as Is of public Interest.." After 
expressing Ids appreciation of the great 
kindness of his correspondent and of "the 
noble words" of that correspondent's rela- 
tive, which made him realize how many 
others llke-mlndcd there might be among 
the 800,000 of their ' denomination, Sir 
John Thompson referred with natural pride 
to other -indications of good will from the 
province where nearly all hl.s life had been 
spent, and where the voice of such slander 
had never attacked hlni, Then with char- 
acteristic modesty and dignity he sets 
forth his apologia; He shows that so far 
was his conversion from being sudden, as 
his critic had charged, that he had "llnal- 
ly yielded only when to believe ami not lo 
profess appeared to be wretched coward- 
Ice.'.' As for any "occult" reasons for 
such a change, he asks, "What could, they 
be?" lie "did not. know one It. C, pre- 
late." He had no "InfJuontlal (Catholic) 
frieuds," He had "few Catholic clients."

Surely in these "Reminiscences there Is 
a lesson which all should heed— the les- 
son of tolerance, of forbearance, of kindly 
Indgmeiit, especially in all those matters 
of religious belief which are between a 
man's conscience ami his maker.

Ottawa. Jan. 24. — Owing to the fact that 
no eases of smallpox now exist In frontier 
states adjacent to the Canadian bonier, It 
bus been deemed unnecessary to continue 
the' medical Inspection at Canadian ports, 
and at the end of this month the two re- 
maining Inspectors at North Portal and 
Snulte Ste. Marie, respectively, will be 
Withdrawn. The medical ofilcer at Gate- 
way, It. C, was relieved of duty some time 
ago. 

During the year at William Head, the 
number of vessels Inspected was 170. The 
number of Asiatic steerage passengers has 
fallen very considerably. The Increased 
■tax has checked the Chinese Immigration, 
anil the war has limited that from Japan. 
There were 2,830 Chinese steerage passen- 
gers Inspected and 5,1)78 Chinese members 
of crews, 2,4til Japanese steerage passen- 
gers, being an Increase of 1,72(1. Other 
Asiatics Inspected numbered '22\. Five 
canes of measels aud one of epidemic dys- 
entry were admitted to the hospital.

According to the 
Imperial statute when money lenders seek 
to recover money lent, and tile court Is 
satisfied that the Interest or other demand 
In respect, of the money actually loaned is 
excessive, It, may relieve the person sued 
from payment of the amount in excess of 
.such sum as the Judge may bold to be 
reasonable. The court, moreover, may or- 
der a refund of the excess charges if' paid 
anil may order the lender to indemnify the 
borrower for any securities with which he 
may have parted in the transaction.

The Dominion 



Report of Quarantine Work Done 
at Williams Head During 
Year 1905. 



Imperial Authorities Contem- 
plate Interesting Test of 
Canada's Highway' 



Ottawa, Jan. 21. — Owing to tile fact that 
no eases of smallpox now exist In frontier 
slates adjacent tu the Canadian border, it 
.has been deemed unnecessary to continue 
the medical Inspection at Canadian, ports, 
and at the end of this month the two re- 
maining Inspectors at North Portal and 
Suulte Ste. Marie, respectively, will be 
.withdrawn. The medical officer at Gate- 
way, It. C., was relieved of duty some time 
ago. 

During the year at William Head, the 
number of vessels Inspected was 170. The 
number of Asiatic steerage passengers has 
fallen very considerably. The Increased 
■tax has cheeked the Chinese Immigration, 
and the war lias limited that from Japan. 
There were 2,830 Chinese steerage passen- 
gers Inspected and 0,378 Chinese members 
of crews, 2,-IS-l Japanese steerage passen- 
gers, being an increase of 1,720. Other 
Asiatics Inspected numbered 221. Five 
cases of measels and one of epidemic dys- 
eritry were admitted to the hospital. 

Various Improvements and Additions 

were made at this station: a new steamer 
is being built for this station. The present 
small steamer, the Earl, will be useful as 
a reserve. By fitting up the new steamer 
with modern disinfecting appliances the 
disinfection of vessels ut tile wharf could 
be carried on without, as ut present, en- 
croaching upon the tloor space of the 
wharf. The Earl, .moreover, would be 
available for disinfecting vessels In the 
of Aug and sailing vessels in the Royal 
Roads. A new sulphur dioxide appliance 
and a second new steam disinfecting cylin- 
der ore pressing requirements. Foreign 
coasting vessels touching at Victoria to 
the number of 017 required Inspection. No 
qnarantlnable disease occurred. At Van- 
couver one vessel was Inspected, and no 
case of infectious disease was discovered.

According to the 
Imperial statute when money lenders seek 
to recover money lent, and the court Is 
satisfied, that the Interest or ether demand 
In respect of the money actually loaned Is 
excessive, It may relieve the person sued 
from payment of the amount In excess of 
such sum ■ us the judge may hold to lie 
reasonable. The court, moreover, mar or- 
der a refund of the excess charges If' paid 
■and may order the lender to Indemnify the 
borrower for any securities with which he 
may have parted in the transaction. 
The Treaty. With Japan 

It Is over a month since the King signed 
the treaty between Canada and Japan, and 
it has how gone 'forward to Toklo to be 
signed by bis imperial majesty the Mlaado, 
The treaty is expected to go into effect 
about the first of March, when Canada will 
Immediately secure the benefit of the mini- 
mum tariff, of Japan. 

The annual meeting <>r the Canadian as- 
sociation for .the prevention of tuberculo- 
sis will be held lu Ottawa on .March 28.
